NEW PARTY SHOULD FILL GAP, SAYS MASIRE

IT WILL be a very poor return 
for the people of this country if 
Botswana politicians are to 
engage in the politics of 

iversary, the President Or 
Q.K.J. Masire said on Saturday 
morning at Sebele. 

Dr Masire was opening a 
Botswana Democratic Party 
(BOP) seminar organised by the 
party secretariat at the Denman 
Rural Training Centre, Sebele. 

He told the participants that 
what this country needs was the 
politics of constructive debate 
and resolution. 


Dr Masire advised that a new 
political party should not be 
formed to promote the interests 
of an individual or a group of 
people. 

“it should be formed to fill in a 
gap or a role that the existing 
parties are unable to fulfil. if a 
new party fails to satisfy this 
role-expectation, then it becomes 
irrelevant to the society it is 
supposed to serve,” caid the 
President. He added that if 
anything, it could only be of a 
nuisance value. 


The President pointed out that 
in a multi-party democracy such 
as of Botswana, it was important 
to have a credible oppositior 
party as an alternative govern- 
ment. 
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He explained that in order for 
an opposition party to be 
Credible, it must articulate 
policies and programmes 
relevant to the needs of the 
people. 

Furthermore, he said it should 
not be just a difference of 
personalities or personal style; 
“it must be differences of policy- 
programmes, but, | say, that are 
relevant to people’s needs.” 


Or Masire also mentioned that 
there was a tendency in this 
country for the opposition to 
smear the conduct of elections 
as an exercise in futility. He 


denied allegations that theruling 
party rigs elections. 

He said that it was not possible 
for anyone to cheat at elections 
because, in the first place there 
was secret ballot, secondly, all 
the political parties participating 
at elections were represented at 
the polling booths and at all the 
centres where the counting of 
votes was done. 


Above ali, Dr Masire said, 
elections were conducted by the 
government only in name 
because in practice they are 
conducted by the civil servants 
-“an impartial civil service.” 


He stated that those who lose 


at elections, lose on thestrength 
of the peopie’s verdict and not 
on the electoral mechanics. 

“it is therefore an insult to the 
people for any politician to allege 
cheating when the people 
themselves have rejected him,” 
said Dr Masire. 

He also stated that the people 
of Botswana have a trust and a 


faith in their leaders and, this 


good attribute should not be 
abused. 

President Masire pointed out: 
“Dishonest politicians are doing 
a great deal of harm to the people 
when they beguile them, deceive 
them, tell them untrue stories 
about peopie or events, and 
distort policy-programmes that 
are being contemplated or 
implemented by the govern- 
ment.” 

He said that it takes time for 
people to discover the truth. “It 
takes time because our literacy 
is low and our media facilities 
are inadequate,” he further 
explained. 

He urged politicians not to 
take advantage of these de- 
ficiencies to mislead the people. 

“For right of a people to truth 
should not be compromised for 
short-term party political 
expendiency,” the President 
cautioned. 














CRITICISM OF GOVERNMENT MEDIA VOICED

[Text] THE WAY the government mass 


media is being run was heavily 
criticised at a panel discuss'!on 
held at the National Museum 
and Art Gallery last Thursday 
evening. 

The panei discussion, which 
was organised by the Botswana 
Journalists Association (BOJA) 
was discussing the topic “What 
should be the role of the 
government press in view of the 
emergent private press.” 

At least three of the four 
panelists agreed that the 
government mass media, parti- 
cularly the Daily News still had a 
role to play in projecting the 
government image. 

The fourth panelist argued that 
the government mass media was 
being misused by the ruling 
Botswana Democratic Party 
(BOP) to consolidate its power. 

Speakers from the floor 
criticised the government mass 
media for being biased in favour 
of the ruling BOP. 

While weicoming the private 
newspapers, speakers cautioned 
that they must not be misused 
by people who want to spread 
rumours to confuse and 
misinform the public. 

Some claimed that anything 
written about the opposition 
political parties was their 
mistakes. 

The discussion almost became 
deadiocked in debates on the 
definitions of democracy, the 
class struggie and freedom, 
especially from the Marxist 
ideological viewpoint. 


The hall of the Museum wes 
filled to the brim by an 
enthusiastic audience listening 
to panelists, Mr Festus Mogae, 
Permanent Secretary to the 
President, Mr Gobe Matenge of 
Wade Adams, the Editor of the 
Examiner Mr Brien Egner and 
the leader of the Botswana 
National Front (BNF) Dr Kenneth 
Koma. 

Dr Koma however did not 
turn-up because of some 
personal problems in Mahalapye. 
He was represented by Mr 
Bathusi Keosimile who presented 
his notes. 

in his submission, Mr Mogae 
admitted that there had been 
some weaknesses in the 
Department of Information and 
Broadcasting, saying that none 
had a monopoly of mistakes. 

He said that the government 
press was free to repor! stories 
that did not necessarily have to 
carry the government viewpoint. 


He offered as an example the 
recent argument between the 
Minister of External Affairs, Mr 
Archie Mogwe and government 
journalists over the article which 
appeared in the Daily News 
concerning a Lesotho Cabinet 
Minister who was said to be 
involved in a kidnap attempt in 
Botswana. 

Mr Mogwe said that the Daily 
News should continue to report 
on both activities of the ruling 
BOP and opposition parties 
without a bias. 

The second panelist, Mr 
Matenge pointed out that as a 
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government media the Depart- 
ment of Information and 
Broadcasting should encourage 
people at election time to 
participate in elections. 

He advised that the Daily News 
should not be misused by the 
ruling party because it belonged 
to everybody. 

He pointed out that reports on 
political parties’ activities should 
be acurate without favouring any 
political party. He added that it 
should surrender advertising to 
the private press as well as 
commenting on political, 
economic and religious issues. 

He welcomed the private 
newspapers. He echoed Mr 
Mogae's argument that with many 
newspapers people wouid be able 
to compare and contrast. 

In his notes, as presented by 
Mr Keosimile, Dr Koma argued 
that the BDP uses the mass media 
to strengthen its position as a 
ruling party. 

He added that the Minister of 
Public Service and Information, 
Mr Daniel Kwelagobe controlled 
and used the government mass 
media discriminatively against 
other political parties and other 
Classes to further both the 
interests of the ruling party and 
of the ruling class. 

On the private newspapers, Dr 
Koma said that it would be a 
healthy development of these’ 


papers to compete eftectively 
with the information department 
and the government news media 
to correct the campaign of 
misinformation that had been 
carried out by the government 
and the ruling party for years. 

He hoped that the two 
newspapers, The Examiner and 
Botswana Guardian would 
maintain some measures of 
impartiality. 

The other panelist, the Editor 
of The Examiner, Mr Brien Egner 
congratulated the Daily News 
for the role it was playing but 
pointed out that it had damaged 
its public image by carrying alot 
of ministers’ speeches. 

He described the ministers’ 
speeches as the safest piece of 
news but said they were pseudo 
events because even ministers 
who read were not their authors. 

He said that the Daily News 
was being censored by a group 
of timid and fearful senior civil 
servants who were putting a lot 
of pressure on the staff of the 
Daily News and Radio Botswana. 

He said that these officers 
believed that the Daily News 
could damage their prospects 
for promotion. 

Mr Egner agreed with Mr 
Matenge that the Daily News 
must surrender advertising to 
the private press. This view was 
countered by Mr Mogae. BOPA 























LEADERS OF BPU LABELLED AS DISSIDENTS , MALCONTENTS

LABELLING leaders of the new 
Botswana Progressive Union 
(BPU) as known dissidents and 
maicontents, the Minister of 
Public Service and information 
Mr Daniel Kwelagobe told 
Parliament that certain 
unscrupulous individuals of the 
BPU have under the cloak of 
politics, embarked on a campaign 
of lies and fabrications, in order 
to mislead the people into voting 
for them. 

Mr Kwelagobe was reacting t 
allegations ratte TA “récén 
months by the BPU. Mr 
Kweiagobe was contributing to 
debate on the President's speech, 
on Monday. 

Mr Kwelagobe who is also the 
Secretary General of the 
Botswana Democratic Party 
(BOP), said that the opposition 
even go to the extent of insulting 
the family of the late President, 

and then pretend that the same 
insults were made by the 
President and the Vice-President. 

The Minister gave as an 
exampie, an instance at a public 
meeting in Selebi-Phikwe, where 
Mr Gaborekwe Molake is said to 
have alleged that Parliament has 
passed a law, barring Brigadier 
Khama from becoming the 
President because he was “a 
coloured.” 

This and the malicious pack of 
lies, said Mr Kwelagobe, was 
intended to insult the Brigadier 
for having refused to lead a party 
of rejects, and at the same time 
to create suspicion between the 
President, the Vice President and 
the Bangwato. 


The Minister said Mr Molake 
claimed at the same meeting 
that all Bakalaka people were 
going to be sent to Zimbabwe by 
the Government. 

He said this particular 
allegation was too ridiculous to 
comment upon. But to some 
extent, it reveals Molake’'s 
mentality, he added. 

Turning to the President of the 
Party, Mr Daniel Kwele, the 
Minister said Mr Kwele went 
about telling people a great deal 
of untruths, pretending that these 
lies are facts but which he knew 
as a result of his having been an 
Assistant Minister of Local 
Government and lands. 

Mr Kwele alleged that the 


President subdivided his pict in 


of the Town and Country 
Planning Board. 

infact, the Minister explained, 
application was made and 
permission was granted in April, 
1981, and the subdivision given 
a new number. He added that a 
survey fee of P495,40 was paid 
to the Department of Surveys 
and Lands. 

Mr Kwele has talked of 
corruption in the Government, 
noted the Minister. But the only 
corruption he knows of is that of 
Mr Kwele himself, who used to 
fabricate an excuse on Fridays 
to go to Francistown in an official 
car, so that he could attend to 
his business there. 

Mr Kwelagobe aiso refuted 
allegations by the BPU that the 
President Dr Masire has farms in 
Bophuthatswana and 
Gangwaketse. 
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He expiained that the President 
has farms only in Gantsi. He said 
anybody could verify this with 
the Registrar of Deeds in 
Botswana and Bophuthatswana. 

Minister Kwelagobe said that 

Mr Kwele also insults the people 
of Botswana. He said that Mr 
Kwele had alleged that all the 
women who practice family- 
planning by taking the pill were 
committing abortion and thet this 
abortion is actively sponsored 
by Government. 

A man who can stand up, he 
said, and say such malicious 
things not only about the 
Government but also against the 
women of this country is not fit 
to be a leader. 

On the allegations that the 
BOP rigs elections, Mr 
Kwelagobe wondered why the 
ruling Party had not used its 
election rigging devices to ensure 
that Mr Kwele won the North- 
East Constituency when he stood 
on the BDP ticket. 

Minister Kwelagobe went on 
to note that Mr Kwele was also 
reported as saying many 
Members of Parliament and those 
of Cabinet were afraid of 
resigning because of their large 
debts. Mr Kwelagobe observed 
that if Mr Kwele himself could 
resign with so many debts "! am 
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sure that Honourable Members 


of this House who have debts. 
are in debts as a result of 
negotiation and agreement to 
lend on the part of the creditor. 

The Minister said this was not 
in the case of the leadership of 
the Botswana Progressive Union 
which failed to pay for goods 
and services which were 
supposed to be purchased for 
cash. 

On allegations that there would 
be bloodshed if the elections 
were rigged, Mr Kwelagobe 
3tated that Mr Kwele has no 
support to mobilise the people. 
Besides, he told the House, 
Batswana are not given to 
baseless emotional spasms. 

It was highly irresponsible he 
said, for a new political party 
which hopes to win elections to 
be making wild, dangerous and 
divisive statements. 

However, Mr Kwelagobe said 
that he was sure that in the eyes 
of Batswana these statements 
are the last nail in the coffin of 
the BPU. He said that Mr Kwele 
formed his own party because 
no other party would have 
anything to do with him. 


Mr Kwelagobe also repudiated 
claims by the Botswana National 
Front (BNF), that the Special 
Support Group (SSG) was a 
prelude to the formation of a 





One-Party-State by the BOP. This 
is “utter nonsense” he said. 

The Minister said that the BNF 
was scared of the SSG because 
it was, among other things, a 
riot-and-demonstration-control 
organ adding that one of the 
many pre-occupations of the 
BNF, is how to stage demon- 
strations. 

In one of its many undated 
and author-less documents, said 
Mr Kwelagobe, the BNF study 
group material indicates its views 
in a protest demonstration, for 
example, against the Government 
of the day. It is not necessary for 
the demonstration committee to 
obtain permission, the document 
states. The demonsration 
committee could just tell the 
press or inform the Govern:nent 
of the intention to demonstrate it 
said. 

Mr Kwelagobe further quoted 
the document as saying in this 
type of demonstration ‘a clash 
with the police is usually 
inevitable.’ 

He said that one of the major 
tasks in which the SSG played a 
major role was patrolling the 
Botswana/Zimbabwe border 
during the peak of the outbreak 
of foot and mouth in order to 
stop the movement of cattle 
between the two countries. 





BOTSWANA SAID TO BE UNDEREMPLOYED

THE UNEMPLOYMENT and 
underemployment of Botswana's 
working age-population, 
(pecially the youth, is now 
reaching critical levels in the 
country, the Kgatleng District 
Development Officer, Mr Hugh 
Pearce toid a District 
Development Committee 
meeting in Mochudi recently. 

He was presenting a draft 
policy paper for the 2nd Kgatieng 
District Development Plan 
1983/86 for discussion in the 
meeting. 

in Kgatleng alone about 2 000 
Standard Seven Leavers were 
entering the job market each 
year, with little hope of immediate 
employment, Mr Pearce noted. 

In view of the Worid economic 
recession and the resulting drop 
in dlamond prices, he said it was 
increasingly essential to focus 
development efforts on 
production and employment 
during the next three year pian 
period. 

Mr Pearce emphatically called 
for employment opportunities 
which could be created, to be 
productive and not service 
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activities. 

As Government revenues from 
exports were declining and 
available donor finance wes also 
reduced, locally-generated 
incomes and tax revenue were 
vital to the continuation of 
recurrent programme, the 
District Development Officer 
stated. 

Mr Pearce went on to call for 
Infrastructure and Services to 
take second priority to productive 
investment except where they 
were essential to support such 
new productive activities or for 
reasons of basic social equity. 

He also stated that Agriculture 
and Rural industrialisation which 
are the current sectors providing 
productive employment creation 
should receive considerable 
financial and Manpower support 
in the country. 

He stressed however that the 
focus should be on Maximum 
Utilisation of the three basic 
resources, Labour, Land and 
water which he said should be 
more fully engaged and 
developed to produce secondary 
resources, such as food 
products, timber, leather and 
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other exportable manufactures 
and import substitutes. 

Production and training units 
such as Brigades would provide 
a Vital supplement to the private 
sector's employment oppor- 
tunities, he added. 


Mr Pearce singled Kgatleng 
District as in an advantageous 
position with good soil and 
rainfall and close to resources 
and markets of Gaborone and 
South Africa and he encouraged 
the members of the DDC that 
vigorous planning and priority 
recognition would be the key to 
successful development during 
the next three year pian. 


The District Commissioner Mr 
|. Zebe who was chairing the 
meeting, had earlier noted with 
much concern what he termed 
the lack of attendance by 
members at reguiar meetings of 
the committee. 


He warned that the committee 
was a vital organ in the District 
from which they could seek 
assistance and was entirely 
contributing towards develop- 
ment of the whole District.

[Communique issued following "an important meeting" in Yaounde of the 
Executive Committee of the National Assembly on 12 January] 


[Text] The Executive Committee of the National Assembly met at 1600 on 
Wednesday, 12 January 1983. After examining the communique issued by the 
National Political Bureau which met on Monday, 10 January 1983 at the 
Congress Hall headquarters of the Cameroonian National Union [UNC], consi- 
dering letter No 1, 1983 of the UNC Central Committee national chairman 
which was addressed to the speaker of the National Assembly on 10 January 
1983 by the deputy chairman of the UNC Central Committee and president of 
the United Republic of Gameroon on the implementation of the provisions of 
Law No 72 LFC of 26 June 1972 establishing the conditions governing the 
election of members of the National Assembly and envisaging in its Article 20, 
Paragraph 3, the forfeiture of the right of membership in the National 
Assembly by anyone who during his tenure of office is expelled from his 
party; and considering that el-Hadj Moussa Yaya Satifada, el-Hadj Minga 
Songo Ibrahim and Bienvenu Adeninge, elected deputies during the 26 May 1978 
elections have been expelled from the UNC on the platform of which they 

were elected, the bureau notes that in application of Article 20, Paragraph 
4, of Law No 72 LFC of 26 June 1972 el-Hadj Moussa Yaya Satifada, el-Hadj 
Minga Songo Ibrahim and Bienvenu Adeninge have completely forfeited their 
membership in the National Assembly.

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NATION'S PROSPECTS SAID TO REMAIN SOMBRE

FOR SEVENTEEN of its 22 years of 
independence, Chad has been enmeshed in 
internal strife. But although the fun- 
damental question of Chadian unity re- 
mains unsolved, since the most recent take 
over of power by Hissene Habré and his 
Forces Armées du Nord (FAN), the coun- 
try seems to have entered a phase of 
relative stability. 

Notwithstanding the recent OAU deba- 
cle over the country’s legitimate repre- 
sentation — the N’djamena based govern- 
ment of Hissene Habré or the Libyan 
backed rival government of Goukouni 
OQueddai installed in the far north of the 
country in Bardai in territory still occupied 
by Libya — the feeling in N’djamena itself 
is one of comparative optimism as well as 
political vindication. . 

However, as long as Libya continues to 
provide military assistance to Goukouni, 
renewed conflict seems inevitable and a 
military threat from the north is real. 
There are rumours of thousands of Cha- 
dians who now live in Libya being re- 
cruited to join Goukouni’s forces. There is 
also evidence of unrest in the south, 
traditionally hostile to the Muslim north 
and politically in control for 20 years, 


‘where Habré has sent FAN cadres to take 


over civil administration posts. 

But in N’djamena itself and in the 
central and western regions I recently 
visited, the possibility of war is a subject to 
be avoided. There is a concentration rather 


‘on reconstruction and a real desire to put 


the country back on its feet. Support for 
Habré in these areas seems genuine 
enough and certainly the representatives of 
the various international agencies based in 
N’djamena feel more positive about the 
present government than they have about 
any government during the past four years. 

Habré is politically astute — his minis- 
ters are carefully chosen to integrate repre- 
sentatives from the sensitive southern re- 
gion (just under 50 per cent of the Minis- 
ters), some 20 per cent are from other 
northern factions, while members of 
FAN’s command section have inevitably 
taken a considerable number of key posts. 
The present team is also politically able 
and certainly the concrete proposals the 
Chadians presented at the recent Geneva 
pledging conference in November were 
impressive enough to encourage promises 
of aid to the sum of $185m. 





However, the problems facing the Chadian government and the Chadian peop le 
are immense and large infusions of international aid will be crucial if any 
semblance of normal life and economic activity is to be resumed, Many of 
the 150,000 refugees who fled across the Chari River to Kousseri in Northern 
Cameroon at the height of the civil war in 1980 have returned to Chad, 

but it remains the government's task to provide them with a functional 
infrastructure of social services and civil administration and to rebuild 
the fragile economy which the war left in total collapse. 


On the surface, N'djamena is cnce more a bustling city. Among the roofless, 
bullet-ridden buildings and ransacked offices there is almost an air of 
normality as traders reopen small sidewalk stalls and hawkers congregate 

on street corners. The market place is alive with colour and activity. 
There is a wide range of fruit and vegetables for sale grown along the 
banks of the Chari and beef, lamb and fresh fish are all easily available, 
There is a thriving livestock and grain market. Consumer goods are also 
displayed in abundance; cloth, hardware (row upon row of high brass beds) 


spare parts for bicycles and motor vehicles, clothes and even small luxury 
items, 


Slowly life in the capital is picking up where it left off. The post office 
and national bank, replastered and repainted, have been reopened. Post and 
telegraph services are functional if rudimentary, while telephones have 
been operational again for a month. Water and electricity supplies have 
returned although the supply is sporadic to some quarters of the town. 

The airport is operational for both domestic and international flights. 





Beyond N‘djamena, however, even 
these basic services do not exist. The 
country is bankrupt. Civil servants have 
not been paid for months and in some cases 
for as long as four years. Teachers have 
ad no salary for five months, health 
“vorkers for longer. 

Serious famine threatens the inhabitants 
of Kanem, Batha, Biltine and the B.E.T. 
provinces, the north and central areas of 
the country. Drought and the receni civil 
disturbances have resulted in bad harvests. 
International relief agencies fear that if 
fuod aid does not reach these areas before 
the onset of the next rainy season (around 
June °83), Chad could face a grave 
emergency situation. The government has 
made this a priority and food aid was 
i‘equested as emergency aid in Geneva last 
nonth. International agencies such as UN- 
ICEF and the League of the Red Cross 
have already begun distributing enriched 
nulk and cereal products for under- 
aounshed children. 


There is virtually no government health 
service in Chad. UNICEF is assisting in the 
reconstruction and. cleaning up of the 
single operational hospital in N’djamena. 
There are only three doctors working there 


at present. Similarly, UNICEF are paying. 


the salaries of the remaining teachers at the 
National School of Public Health and 
stipends to the students, as it provides the 
only local training programme for health 
workers. 

Sanitation problems in most towns in the 
country are critical, but they are especially 
dangerous in N’djamena after the years of 
war. Poor sanitation is basically responsi- 
ble for virtually all public health problems 
and although UNICEF has organised lat- 
rine projects in the city, the town council 
still lacks the logistic means to extend this 
programme more generally. 

A major programme for rebuilding the 
health infrastructure in rural areas is cru- 
cial. Hospitals and dispensaries destroyed 
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during the war need to be repaired and 
staffed. In Ati, capital of Batha province 
and one of the front line towns during the 
war, @ single nurse (unpaid) ran the only 
hospital for a population of over 15,000 for 
four years. When the Libyans took posses- 
sion of the town in 1981, they removed all 
equipment and drugs and destroyed hospit- 
al buildings. Today the hospital remains 
staffed by de facto voluntary workers, no 
one has been paid for three years. Most 
staff members have second jobs or have 
returned to farming. However, drugs are 
available again through Médecins Sans 
Frontiéres (MSF), a Franco-Belgian volun- 
tary agency, and UNICEF. However, if 
major epidemics such as measles, which 
have become a lethal disease in the region, 
are to be controlled, an urgent vaccination 
campaign need to be mounted. Until an 
adequate cold chain can be provided — 
and with present communication logistics 
this has been impossible — the situation 
can only deteriorate. 

_ During the past year, international agen- 
cies have been providing assistance in the 
health field with drugs and equipment. 
Paramedical staff are being trained in 
several rural centres by MSF teams. 

The entire educational system was de- 
molished during the war. Schools were 
closed and gutted. There are few buildings 
remaining and no furniture or teaching 
equipment. 

The country has lost 3,000 teachers in 
just four years. In N'djamena a single 
public secondary school has re-opened. It 
has 8,000 pupils, with up to 100 students 
per class. Most school children have lost at 
least two years of schooling and those 
students who do manage to pass their final 
year exams (the French baccalaureat) have 
no job prospects or, until now, any possibi- 
lites of further education. The university 
has been closed for four years, although 
the government is talking of re-opening it. 

The teachers and headmasters who have 
stuck with their profession persevere with 
admirable endurance. but are ultimately 
grim about the immediate future. Until 
government money can be found to pay 
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teachers’ salaries, re-open institutions of 
higher education and retrain teachers, the 
situation is unlikely to improve. Similarly 
school buildings need to be repaired and 
books and equipment provided. The gov- 
ernment is counting on the goodwill of 
UNICEF, UNESCO, the World Bank and 
the African Development Bank to assist 
them. 

UNICEF is currently trying to negotiate 
a project with the Ministry of Education to 
produce school text books which are 
appropriate to life and development in 
Chad rather than importing expensive 
French textbooks the content of which 
often have little relevance to Africa. Simi- 
larly, they are proposing to co-operate with 
the government in re-establishing pilot 
schools in appropriate technology, where 
agriculture, home economics, carpentry 
and other practical subjects are taught to 
children who cannot gain entry to secon- 
dary school. 

In the past all efforts to change the 
system from a traditional French syllabus 
were abortive. The elite and Chadian 
middle classes wanted their children to 
receive a Classical French education so they 
could enter French universities and train- 
ing schemes. The present situation is an 
ideal opportunity to initiate change. So far 
the new ministry of education has resisted 
such ideas, saying it has had neither the 
time nor the means to carry such projects 
through. In the long run such programmes 
must be more economical and beneficial to 
the country. It remains to be seen if the 
government will continue to resist change 
and opt for the traditional fall-back- of the 
French system or if it will demonstrate 
enough breadth of vision to attempt a more 
homogeneous education system. 

Despite the many problems which face 
the country, the Chadian people are sick of 
war. Desperate for peace at virtually any 
cost, they seem to be supporting the new 
government. However, without an urgent 
and rapid influx of aid to actualise some of 
the above programmes and to inject new 
life into the moribund economy, the pros- 


pects for this vast, desperately poor and 
battle-weary land remain sombre.

WHERE ARE THE TOURISTS?

THE IVORY COAST is better known as a 
business than as a holiday destination, but 
with the decline in traditional cocoa and 
coffee exports the government is trying to 
develop tourism and other foreign ex- 
change earning industries. 

This is not an easy task given the world 
economic recession and a general cutback 
in holiday travel. Holiday tour operators 
have also in the past shied away from the 
Ivory Coast towards other‘less expensive 
African destinations. 

Lacking outstanding attractions or a well 
organised tourist publicity campaign, the 
number of visitors has steadily dwindled. 
Since 1980 they have averaged less than 
200,000 a year: even the French, who 
account for nearly one third, are coming in 
smaller numbers. 


Half-empty 
hotels 


Most of the hotels in Abidjan are now 
only half full and the completion in 1983 of 
a 248-room Hilton in the central plateau 
district and a 140-roo.n Ibis on the airport 
road will create even greater excess capac- 
ity. Yet during the economic boom of the 
1970s Abidjan’s hotels were packed with 
businessmen. Those touring West .Africa 
often arranged to spend weekends in Abid- 
jan and relax in the palatial surroundings 
of, for example, the Hotel Ivoire.

In view of the difficulty of attracting 
private holidaymakers the National Tourist 
Office is strongly promoting Abidjan, with 
its excellent hotel facilities, as a congress 
centre. 

A major handicap to the growth of 
tourism has been the lack of economic air 
fares from Europe. Air Afrique, which is 
based in Abidjan, has consistently opposed 
cut price fares. But this has not prevented 
Nouvelles Frontiéres, the second largest 
French tour operator, from organising 
flights to Abidian. It has also offered to fly 
in an extra 20,000 tourists a year if it is 
given landing permission at Yamossoukyo. 

However, another leading French oper- 
ator, Le Point, has so far been unable to 
gain permission. Le Point operates flights 
between Lyon and Ouagadougou. These 
flights, nicknamed in Ouaga “the hippy 
wagon” have been criticised; ‘since their 
inauguration there has been a marked 
increase in petty theft and other undesir- 
able phenomena — perhaps one reason .9r 
the Ivorian Government's stalling. It ts 
estimated that Le Point and other tour 
operators could bring in over 100,000 extra 
tourists a year. 

Air Afrique has responded by recently 
creating “Airtours Afrique”. This is a joint 
venture with Airtours Paris in which Air 
Afrique has 51 per cent. It plans to start 
operating weekly flights from Paris to 
Abidjan in February 1983. Air Afrique’s 
change of attitude is influenced by the 

















depreciation of the CFA against the dollar 
which had helped make Abidjan a more 
competitive destination than the Far East 
for jet-setting holidaymakers. 

Airtours Afrique will organise fully in- 
clusive packages with hotels and tour 
itineraries thus greatly increasing earnings. 
Hotel accommodation provided by other 
tour operators tends to be “optional” with 
travellers often staying with friends or 
relatives. The Club Mediterranée at Assi- 
nie and Valtour at Assouinde are both 
usually packed. But officials complain that 
holidaymakers have littie contact with the 
country and spend virtually nothing on 
local goods or facilities. 

However, some hoteliers feel that lack 
of publicity in Europe rather than expen- 
sive air fares account for the poor state of 
the Ivorian tourist industry. They feel 
there is no shortage of tourists, even during 
the present recession. ‘Any excuse to 
escape for a while from the European 
winter gloom,” they say. 

The Ministry of Tourism and the Nation- 
al Tourist Office have lattérly been making 
a more dynamic and imaginative attempt 
to attract tourists. The Publicity Director 
of the National Tourist Office, Edmond 
Kouakou, urges visitors to tour up country, 
taking advantage of the good road net- 
work, to discover the local culture, folklore 


and the five national parks. “The interior is 
rich in natural, local colour,” he said. 


Concentration 
on Abidjan 


One obstacle to the development of z 
truly “national” tourist industry has been 
concentration in the Abidjan area, where 
60 per cent of hotels are located. Most of 
the other hotels are along the coast. 
Another obstacle has been the emphasis 01 
prestige hotels such as the “President” in 
Yamossoukro, which in 1981 had an occu- 
pancy rate of less than 30 per cent. The 
sites of hotels belonging to the state-owned 
SIETHO chain have sometimes also been 
chosen for political rather than purely 
economic reasons. 

A network of “village hotels” is now 
being built across the country in order to 
provide travellers with comfortable, 
reasonably priced accommodation as wel! 
as give them closer contact with the local 
people. About 15 such hotels should be 
ready by the end of 1983 and board and 
lodging should not exceed $15 per person 
per night. They may encourage the large 
local expatriate population — there are 
over 50,000 French — to leave the coast 
and explore the interior.

BERENGER ON SIGNS OF ECONOMIC IMPROVEMENT 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 9 Dec 82 pp 1,4,5 


[Text] The first fruits of the economic recovery plan pursued by the 
MMM/PSM/OPR [Mauritian Militant Movement/Mauritian Socialist Party/Organization 
of the Rodrigues People] government since last June were announced yesterday 
to the press by Paul Berenger, minister of finance. Making the figures speak 
for themselves, he and his experts drew up a balance sheet which allows a ray 
of hope to shine through, but which at the same time shows that there is 

still a hard climb ahead and a tremendous amount of work to be done. It is 
clear from the figures worked out by the experts that, in the face of what he 
calls "an economic challenge that is probably without precedent in Mauritian 
history," the new government has demonstrated through its economic policy that 
it is possible to contain budget deficits and the balance of payments and to 
prevent a further devaluation of the Mauritian rupee," even at a time when 
everything was pointing towards a devaluation, during the recent elections. 


How was this done? The document prepared by the Minister of Finance explains: 
"It was possible to do this because the government enjoys the confidence and 
support of the majority of the Mauritian people, because the members of this 
government have given an example of personal sacrifice and dedication to the 
public interest, and because the country in general has been willing to make 
the necessary sacrifices. If measures such as the sales tax, the reduction 
of rice and flour subsidies and restrictions on government spending had not 
been passed, the country's financial situation would have been disastrous, 
because Mauritius’ credibility abroad would have plummeted to its lowest 
level." 


The Finance Minister announced the government's economic statistics to the 
public yesterday, as part of the new government's policy to keep the public 
informed, in contrast to the policy of secrecy followed by the former regime. 
Mr. Berenger explained that the government has kept its promise to publish a 
monthly report of the economy so that the entire population can follow develop- 
ments in the country's economic situation in detail. He urged all sectors to 
mobilize to create productive businesses. 


A salient point of the Finance Minister's speech was that the country has 


enough reserves, even without recourse to the International Monetary Fund, to 
keep going until April of next year. At the end of December these reserves 
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will amount to 381 million rupees and in March 1983, they will be 557 million 
rupees. These figures are still modest in light of the government's goals, 
particularly its aim to give the country reserves of 1.5 billion rupees. 
Another equally important aspect of the minister's figures is that the rate of 
inflation was about 11.5 percent during the past year, as compared with 14 
percent in 1981, 42 percent in 1980 and 15 percent in 1979. In fact, recent 
price increases (powdered milk, frozen lamb, frozen chicken, gasoline, pota- 
toes, etc.) were offset by the decline in the price of vegetables. The 
increase in the price of rice and flour, however, will be offset in the CPI by 
the decrease in the price of [text garbled]. As for the sales tax, its impact 
will not be felt before the end of the first quarter of 1983, and “even then, 
the tax will not have the same effect on all the articles and services used 

to compute the cost of living." 





Turning to the prospects for 1983, the minister of finance said that measures 
should be adopted in the public and private sectors to identify, prepare and 
implement projects that will generate income, bring in foreign exchange and 
provide productive jobs. In the meantime, projects to build hotels, the 
Phoenix-La Vigie highway and to improve the Plaisance airport will get underway 
next year. The recommendations of the ministerial committee for the judicious 
use of the available Crown's land will be put into practice. In order for 
Mauritius to come out of this difficult situation and reduce its balance of 
payments deficit and foreign debt burden, the country must increase production, 
in the view of Mr. Berenger. 


To achieve this objective, all interested parties (the government, officials, 
small and large employers, labor unions, planters, consumers, taxpayers, 
Mauritius University, technical assistants) should combine their efforts, he 
said. 


Mr. Berenger drew attention to the fact that the government has also succeeded 
in renewing the confidence of the people and the lending institutions, in just 
four months. 


"1983 will be the year for a new beginning," he said. "It is an important year 
in which the government will introduce a bill to amend the constitution, so 
that we can implement our program of nationalizations, to be compensated by 
installments paid over time. The beginning of 1983 will also be marked by the 
introduction of two new laws (the Banking Act and the Insurance Act), the 
establishment of the Cargo Handling Corporation and the expansion of the 
services of the Corporation Nationale du Transport. Mauritius has gotten off 
to a good start under the MMM/PSM/OPR government," he said. ''However, the 
entire population will have to make a sustained effort in order for us to win 
the difficult struggle against unemployment," the finance minister added. 


The National Economy in 1982 


According to economic indicators, the gross domestic product (GDP) for 1982 is 
estimated at 10.27 billion rupees, as compared with 8.853 billion rupees in 
1981. In real terms, this represents a 6 percent rate of growth in 1981-82, 
in comparison with 8.3 percent in 1980-81. There was no growth this year in 
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the construction and trade sectors. The most noteworthy aspect is an 
improvement in our trade balance. Our imports declined by 10.2 percent, while 
our exports increased by 13 percent. Here is a comparative table: 


Imports: Rs 5.604 billion in 1981 and 
Rs 5.860 billion in 1982; 


Exports: Rs 4.486 billion in 1981 and 
Rs 5.5 billion in 1982. 


The deficit therefore shrunk from Rs 1.118 billion to Rs 360 million this year. 


The gross domestic fixed capital formation (GDFCF) has, however, continuously 
declined since 1978 on the basis of 1976 prices, going from 1.601 billion 
rupees to 1.240 billion rupees in 1981. The GDFCF repres2nts the value of 
investments (land, buildings, construction projects, transportation equipment 
and machinery) and is the primary indicator of the economic situation. In 
current prices, 1982 investment amounted to 2.3 billion rupees, or 11.3 percent 
less than in 1981. "In so far as investment serves as an indicator of the 
"relance economique’ ['economic boost'] which can alone yield a significant 
number of productive job opportunities, these trends are disquieting," the 
minister commented. 


The Trade Balance 


The economic indicator shows that the trade balance has "considerably improved" 
since July. Here are some statistics:

Mr. Berenger warns against any “optimistic interpretation" of these figures 
showing an improvement in the balance of payments. He points out that 
according to the World Bank's forecasts, the balance of payments "will remain 
vulnerable until 1986."" Moreover, any benefits to be gained from a favorable 
trade balance will be eaten away by the foreign debt servicing. 


Foreign Currency Reserves 
There has been a slight improvement in our foreign currency reserves from 


July to September, and economists believe that this favorable situation will 
continue during the first quarter of 1983. Things will begin to deteriorate 
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rapidly, however, around May of next year if Mauritius does not acquire 
sufficient foreign exchange. Our reserves have fluctuated since July (278.4 
million rupees) as follows: August, Rs 307.3 million; September, Rs 338 
million; October, Rs 517 million (estimated); November, Rs 341 million 
(estimated). In December they will be Rs 381 million, in January Rs 385 
million, in February Rs 466 million and in March Rs 557 million. These figures 
do not reflect the two drawings (180 million rupees) from the International 
Monetary Fund, or the 130 million rupees that the government hopes to receive 
from that institution during the first quarter of 1983. 


Mr. Berenger pointed out that the figures cited show that the threat of a 
third devaluation of the Mauritian rupee--a threat that has been present since 
mid 1982--has now receded. But our reserves are still at a very low level, 
since the country should have reserves equal to 3 months" imports, or 1.5 
billion rupees, three times the current level. 


The 1982-83 Budget 


The government budget showed a 274.9 million rupee deficit in four months: 
July, Rs 26.2 million; August, Rs 178.6 million; September, 23 million; 
October, Rs 47.1 million. For November and December, the deficit will be 

Rs 328 million and Rs 335.3 million, respectively. The deficit for the second 
half of 1982 is estimated at Rs 938.2 million. 


The number of taxpayers who voluntarily sent in their tax statements in 
September 1982 increased from 48,000 in 1981-82 (188 million rupees) to 63,500 
in 1982-83 (206 million rupees). Customs revenue also increased as follows: 
July, Rs 84.4 million; August, Rs 66.8 million; September, Rs 71.4 million; 
October, Rs 83.4 million; November, Rs 96 million (estimate); December, Rs 106 
million (estimate). This is a remarkable performance, since imports have been 
declining since July (Rs 460.5 million). The figures for August and September 
are 404.2 million and 361.2 million rupees, respectively. "This might indicate 
that improved customs control is beginning to yield concrete results," the 
Minister added. 


The Public Debt 


The public debt showed the following movements: May, Rs 6,751.1 million 
rupees; June, Rs 6,745.4 million rupees; July, Rs 6,744.2 million rupees; 
August, Rs 6,753.8 million rupees; September, Rs 6,756 million rupees. 
Capital repayments and receipts for the June-September period were of the 
order of 108.8 million and 113.7 million rupees, respectively. Interest paid 
between 1 July and 30 September amounted to 67.1 million rupees. In short, 
the public debt increased by 4.9 million rupees from May to September, as a 
result of a Rs 45 million increase in the foreign debt and a Rs 40.1 million 
reduction in the domestic debt. 


It is estimated that debt servicing will cost 550 million rupees during the 
second half of 1982. The figures for 1980 and 1981 are 210.4 million rupees 


and 558.3 million rupees, respectively. 
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Emp Loyment 


Unemployment, according to the Minister of Finance, is the most thorny 

problem in Mauritius. The national economy is in such a state that the cre- 
ation of unproductive jobs would have disastrous consequences. The situation 
becomes more worrisome when considering the fact that capital formation, which 
normally determines the rate at which productive jobs should be created, has 
been declining since 1978. It is believed that the official unemployment 
figures for last August were as high as 79,333, i.e., an increase of 15,569 
during the first 8 months of the year. Out of these 79,333 idle workers, 
52,629 are considered as truly unemployed. According to the statistics, this 
represents an increase of 10,525 since January 1982. The official figures 
also show that the number of new job seekers is increasing every day, and the 
government believes that at the end of August, there were about 30,000 new job 
applicants among the 79,333 idle workers recorded, or 38 percent. 


According to figures on employment in the major firms published by the 
Bi-Annual Survey of Employment and Earnings, the labor market "continues to 

be sluggish." This report reports emplo uent figures in the major firms as 
follows: 1976--176,739; 1977--194,032; 1978--195,168; 1979--199,629; 1980-- 
196,266; 1981--193,454; 1982--192,537. These figures are compiled in March of 
each year. Mr. Berenger pointed out that the Minister of Labor received prior 
notice of layoffs from a number of companies because of the economic recession, 
a scarcity of orders, a reduction in sales and financial difficulties. Notices 
of layoffs affecting 1,669 workers were received between January and June. 
Moreover, during September and October, 614 and 172 workers, respectively, were 
informed that they would be laid off. 


As a stopgap measure to alleviate the unemployment problem, the government 
introduced an "unemployment hardship relief scheme" to help heads of families 
without income. "As new entrants emerge on the labor market year after year, 
the unemployment situation will deteriorate further," Mr. Berenger stressed. 
He is of the opinion that the real solution to unemployment lies in national 
efforts to promote individual initiative, small businesses, cooperatives and 
projects contributing directly to economic development. "It is vitally 
important for the nation to realize that it can only be saved by its own 
efforts," he added. The minister also pointed out that Mauritius must honor 
its debts and contain its budget and balance of payments deficits in order to 
maintain its creditworthiness. The worldwide recession does not look as 
though it is slowing down, and the economic and unemployment problems in the 
developed countries will continue to affect public and private investment in 
countries such as Mauritius. 


The Cost of Living: +11 Percent in 1982 


The cost of living increased by 6.7 points from January to June 1976 (from 
241.7 to 248.4). Then, on the basis of a new CPI [Consumer Price Index], the 
increase was estimated at 3.6 points between July and December. If the former 
CPI had been kept, the cost of living would have increased by 6.7 points from 
July to December. The CPI "remained more or less stable from July to October," 
the minister of finance pointed out, because of substantial reductions in the 
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price of vegetables. The decreases offset increases in the prices of specific 
products, such as powdered milk, frozen lamb, frozen chicken, gasoline and 
potatoes. It is predicted that, beginning in November, the reduction of rice 
and flour subsidies and an increase in the price of bread and other foodstuffs 
will make the CPI go up by 1.1 points. For December, the increase is esti- 
mated at 1 point. The impact of the sales tax will not be felt before the end 
of the first quarter of 1983. 


Using the new CPI, the government estimates that the annual rate of inflation 
in 1982 will be about 11.5 percent, as compared to 14 percent in 1981, 42 
percent in 1980 and 15 percent in 1979. "While such an inflation rate is 

quite reasonable in current economic conditions, Government [sic] will keep 

an eye on price increases during the coming months, to ensure that the effects 
of its fiscal policies are not magnified by unscrupulous parties at the expense 
of the general public," Mr. Berenger explained. 


The Sugar Industry 


According to government estimates, the 1982 sugar crop will be 688,000 tons. 

At the end of October, about 598,000 tons were produced, out of which 536,000 
tons were exported, bringing in 1.831 billion rupees. The amount of unsecured 
bank loans for the sugar sector was as high as 221 million rupees in June 1982, 
dropping to 217 million in November. But a considerable increase in unsecured 
bank loans is expected during the first half of 1983. These loans are esti- 
mated to rise to 520 million rupees. 


Without wanting to anticipate the conclusions of the studies and recommendation 
of the committee investigating the sugar industry, the government is concerned 
over the following: 


(a) To the extent that the sugar industry is by far the major net earner 
of foreign exchange, the immediate growth prospects of the economy and its 
ability to meet its external debt obligations depend essentially on the inter- 
national competitiveness of the industry and on the reduction of its cost; 


(b) to the extent that the development of other income-generating sectors 
depend heavily on surplus funds generated by the sugar industry (both for 
their capital investment proper and for their working capital which may 
exceed by far their fixed assets) and to the extent that such funds can only 
be raised abroad at great cost, the financial situation of the sugar industry 
will, in turn, determine to a significant degree events in other sectors of 
the economy. 


If the sugar industry has to continuously cope with cash problems, the 
government is afraid that this will further worsen the credit situation, since 
these credits must also be used to meet the needs of the public sector and 
other income-generating sectors, which are applying for credits at the same 
time as the sugar industry. 


Tourism 


Some 121,000 tourists will arrive in the country this year, as compared to 
121,600 in 1981 and 128,360 in 1979, the peek year. Income for the tourist 














industry for the first 9 months of 1982 is around 339.4 million rupees, while 
the figure for the same period last year was 314.6 million rupees. The 
minister of finance claims he is "more or less satisfied" with the performance 
of the tourist industry, even though his initial expectations were higher. 

The minister attributed this performance to the political uncertainty associ- 
ated with last June's general elections, to a reduction in real disposable 
income on the tourist market and to the constantly increasing cost of 
long-distance flights. 


Several hotel projects are currently under study, and one of these projects is 
scheduled to get underway in the beginning of 1983. These projects will also 
benefit the construction industry, and a certain number of jobs could be 
created in rural areas where about 60 percent of the recorded unemployed 
workers are located. 


No spectacular growth in the tourist sector is projected for 1983, however. 
The number of visitors and the receipts for the industry are not going to 
increase to any great extent because more than a year has gone by without any 
new promotion schemes to attract more tourists to the country. 


The Manufacturing Sector and the Free Zone 


The favorable trade balance for the free zone for the January-September 1982 
period amounted to 354.8 million rupees, as compared to 262.8 million rupees 
for the same period in 1981. The greatest problem of the manufacturing sector 
is the very slow pace of new project completion. The number of jobs created 
by new businesses is not enough to counteract the impact of layoffs caused 
either by the shutdown of some factories or by staff cutbacks. The slowdown 
in this sector is also due to structural changes in the world economy. With 
the ACP [{African, Caribbean and Pacific] countries joining the Lome Convention, 
the competitiveness of Mauritian products has declined, as has happened under 
the Yaounde Convention. 


The creation and consolidation of the Association of South East Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) have made our country less attractive as a source of manufactured goods 
for the Common Market. Moreover, there was the oil crisis, which raised the 
cost of energy and transportation of imported raw materials and exported 
finished goods. In addition, the shortage of minerals and other intermediate 
products affects the situation. 


The government, Mr. Berenger has explained, is aware of the fact that without 

a boost in foreign investment in the free zone, the unemployment problem 
cannot be solved in the short run. There is always the possibility of attract- 
ing a reasonable number of industrialists from South-East Asian countries if 
they are given tax exemptions and if the administrative reforms advocated by 
the World Bank are applied right away. The minister assures us that the 
government will do its best to speed up the development of the free zone.

TEACHER EMPLOYMENT IN ZIMBABWE--The following prospects are on the horizon:

Rs 250 MILLION LOCAL LOANS--The government will borrow Rs 250 million on the 
local market to finance projects and other charges related to its develop- 
mental program. With this new borrowing, the amount of loans contracted by 
the government on the local market to date climbs to Rs 410 million. On 

8 December, the government collected Rs 160 million from the issue of Govern- 
ment Stocks. Yesterday, Finance Minsiter Paul Berenger requested and received 
authorization from the Legislative Assembly to contract a further loan (Rs 250 
million), since the present law does not allow him to go beyond Rs 160 

million during a single financial year. Mr. Berenger said that the issue of 
Government Stocks for a total of Rs 160 million was well received in Mauritian 
monetary circles. Requests for these stocks totalled Rs 382.2 million from the 
first day of their issue. The Bank of Mauritius was forced to close the list 
of applications the same day. These stocks were allocated to commercial banks 
(Rs 102 million) and to non-banking financial institutions (Rs 58 million). 
According to the minister of finance, the stocks were subscribed by entities 
that had alreaay invested in Treasury notes. The exercise was simple and easy, 
and involved replacing the Treasury notes with the stocks. [Excerpt] [Port

REPERCUSSIONS OF EXPANDING NRM ACTIVITIES DISCUSSED 
NRM Lacks Ethnic Base 
Paris LE MONDE in French 31 Dec 82 p 4 


[Article by Jean-Pierre Langellier: 'With Pretoria's Support, the National 
Resistance Rebels Are Now Operating Over Half the Territory''] 


[Excerpts] A spokesman in Europe for the NRM [Mozambique 
National Resistance], an armed rebellion movement stated 
on Wednesday 29 December that the two French engineers 
who were abducted early in the week by its partisans (LE 
MONDE, 30 December) could be set free in "two or three 
days" on an unspecified border of Mozambique. The iden- 
tity of the two French nationals had not yet been revealed 
as of Thursday morning. 


Nairobi--Throughout last year the NRM continued to intensify its guerrilla war- 
fare. Several months ago it was operating in six of the country's 11 pro- 
vinces. Today the guerrillas spare only the province of Cabo-Delgade, in the 
extreme North, the cradle and bastion of the FRELIMO, the party in power. The 
NRM is now believed to have 5,000 to 10,000 members. 





Concerned with taking good care of its nationalistic legitimacy, the NRM some- 
times claims that it goes back to Eduardo Mondiane, the founder of the FRELIMO, 
who was assassinated in 1969. Such sponsorship is a product of usurpation. 
Certainly the NRM's founders were to some extent genuine renegades from the 
FRELIMO, hostile to the triumphant Marxist line and seeking refuge in Rhodesia 
in 1974-1975: Andre Matade, Andre Matzangaissa--killed in 1979 in a military 
engagement--, Afonso Dhlakama, the presert commander in chief and president of 
the movement. But the NRM has recruited mainly among the allies of the [il- 
legible word] colonial regime of the PIDE [Police for the Control of Foreigners 
and Defense of the State]--the Portuguese political police--, [illegible] mer- 
cenaires or instructors (escaped from [illegible] "antiterrorist" organiza- 
tions such as commandos, special groups, etc.). The secretary general of the 
NRM and its real head, Orlando Cristina, was the right arm in Beira of 

Jorge Jardim, the richest man in colonial Mozambique. He fled to Rhodesia, 
taking with him the dossiers and a list of "agents" who were shown to be valu- 
able when the NRM was seeking to expand its base. 
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Disciplined and well nourished, the rebels possess heavy weapons and efficient 
radio equipment and circulate freely in increasingly large groups in vast re- 
gions that the Mozambican army is unable to control for lack of means, air cov- 
er in particular. It still retains the attack initiative, but has not created 
true "liberated zones."" It is true that, unlike the Angoian UNITA, the NRM has 
no proper ethnic base to reinforce its implantation. Mozambique's tribal dis- 
persion partly explains this shortcoming. The NRM's political inconsistency is 
its principal weckness. Its automatic anticommunism takes the place of a pro- 
gram. Above all, the NRM recruits by force and terrorizes the villagers. 


The insurgents concentrate their attacks against economic objectives that are 
important and hard to protect--railroad, highways, oil pipeline--in accordance 
to the regional policy of South Africa. To Pretoria, it is important before 
anything else to strike the Mozambicans transportation and communications sys- 
tems, whose role is vital if the countries of southern Africa are to put into 
operation a strategy of emancipation that will combat the interests of their 
powerful neighbor. The destruction in early December of 30 oil reservoirs in 
Beira caused an unprecedented supply crisis in Zimbabwe and is forcing the 
Harare regime to use South African railroads again. In addition, some 

2,000 Zimbabwian soldiers are deployed along the Beira-Mutare oil pipeline. 
Neither Harare nor Maputo has officially confirmed that presence, which is rec- 
Ognized without having to be spelled out by the Mozambican press agency. 


While not abandoning classical guerrilla actions, this year the NRM increased 
the kidnappings of foreign residents, missionaries or technicians. This policy 
of abductions earns for the NRM dubious publicity in Europe. The NRM has had 
as many as 21 foreign nationals in its hands, all of whom have since been set 
free, with one exception. The thousands of expatriates working in Mozambique 
have seen their freedom of movement sharply reduced. 


To avoid assigning part of the army to the protection of civilians, the 

FRELIMO has for several months been strengthening the self defense capability 
of the village "people's militias.'' The growing combativeness of the NRM has 
also prompted Mr Machel's government to look for military assistance in Europe. 
Mozambican missions recently went to Portugal and Great Britain. The NRM's 
strategists undoubtedly had not predicted this rapprochement with the West. On 
the other hand, their military action and the Mozambican threats to call ina 
Cuban "internationalist" force in reprisal are behind the recent meeting be- 
tween the South African minister of foreign affairs and Maputo officials. 


Worsening Situation

[Excerpt] The worsening situation in Maputo worries Amnesty International, 
which is denouncing in particular the increase in the number of political pro- 
ceedings being held behind closed doors. It alarms the chancelleries, which 
are afraid of an additional risk of destabilization in southern Africa if, as 
did Jonas Savimbi's UNITA in Angola, the NRM were to establish its control over 
part of the Mozambican territory. Cuban Vice President Juan Almeida Bosque's 
visit to Maputo, where he has just spent 4 days before going to Brazzaville, 
prompts the thought that Havana is not there unless it is reacting to an 
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aggravated political and military situation in that region. There was some 
question on several recent occasions of Cuban soldiers possibly being sent to 
Mozambique, perhaps from Angola. This possibility has even seemed so likely 
that the leaders in Pretoria early this month sent Havana a warning on the sub- 
ject.

OBJECTIVES OF FIRST NATIONAL SEMINAR ON STRATEGY OF INTERVENTION IN AREAS 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 18 Nov 82 p 3 
fArticle: "Without Demagoguery or Paternalism 


[Text7/ As will be recalled, the first national seminar on strategy for 
intervention in rural areas started last Monday in Zinder, presided over by 
Dr Ari Toubo Ibrahim, the minister of rural development. 


He took the opportunity to point out to one and all that their presence at 

the seminar "is an expression of our firm and common determination to carry 
through to a successful conclusion the difficult longtime struggle that we 

have undertaken together against one of nature's biggest challenges." 


The minister of rural development said that "This seminar is occurring on 

the eve of the last stage in setting up the Development Company's institutions 
and in the preparation of the Interim Plan and shortly after a real charter 
for national education has been defined, and, like the other meetings that 
preceded it, falls within the framework of our policy of consultation, dia- 
logue, and participation." 


Speaking about means for intervention activity in rural areas, Dr Ari 

Toubo Ibrahim stated that the changing amounts of what has been provided to 
our intervention institutions tell a great deal. Thus he stressed that with 
respect to human resources the total numbers in 1974 had been 2,560 agents, 
which included 1,086 supervisory-level personnel, and in 1982 exceeded 
6,077, including 2,333 at the supervisory level. In terms of material re- 
sources, the stock of motor vehicles today includes 832 vehicles compared to 
244 in 1974. 


The compensatory subsidy for agricultural inputs, which is degressive and is 
indicative of the situation, has experienced a steady increase; it totalled 

Fr CFA 750 million in 1982 compared to Fr CFA 115.665 million. /as published/ 
At the same time a low recovery rate was observed for payments on bills due 
for cooperatives, including 337,097,490 francs just for river water management 
pertaining to agriculture. And farmer institutions continue to run into delays 
within the self-management process while supervisory personnel are tending to 
tighten up those avenues of approach. 
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By devoting 25 percent of public investment resource allocations to rural 
development, the CMS (Supreme Military Counci]/ and the government are not 
only honoring the solemn pledge made by the chief of state but are also 
showing the extent of their commitment to resolve in lasting fashion the 
problems of Niger's rural areas. 


"We therefore want to establish a self-development process in our agriculture 
and cattle-raising in resolute fashion, and this consultation is the expres- 
sion in concrete terms of our spirit of dialogue," Dr Ari Toubo Ibrahim said. 


The minister of rural development also indicated the intention of the 
participants that the Zinder seminar was meant to be a setting open to 
reflective activity without any form of doctrinaire and dogmatic demagoguery 
or paternalism because the stakes involved are considerable. He concluded 
by saying that the issue was the development of our rural areas, and those 
who will be judging the results will be uncompromising since we are talking 
about the entire Nigerien people.

COMMENTARY CRITICIZES U.S. NUCLEAR ARMS POLICY

[Text] Despite the universal campaign against the arms race in the world, 
the superpowers are still researching a new missile to escalate global 
nuclear armament. The recent decision of President Ronald Reagan of the 
United States to deploy MX nuclear missiles is a living testimony of the 
United States' tendency to disregard the need to be s...sitive to the voice 
of the world for arms limitation. This shows that the arms race has not yet 
been stopped, as very important things are happening around it. There have 
been increasing loud voices from various corners of the globe calling for 

a final end to the U.S. hypocrisy. 


However, the response of the U.S. House of Representatives to Reagan's 
decision is commendable. The House has refused to approve the first allo- 
cations for the menufacture of such missiles, but in reality this is not 
enough since the same people have allocated money from the same budget 

for research projects for a more acceptable variant of this system of mass 
destruction. Another thing is quite significant in this direction and that 
is the number of people in the United States who have their doubts and 
reservations as to the wisdom of this new step. The truth is that many 
people who claim to be authorities in Washington, including opposition 
groups, seem to have now come to see that the MX missiles will start the ball 
rolling in an unjustifiable nuclear race and arsenal. Against this back- 
ground, one can see the truth about the real balance of forces which Reagan's 
action can unleash. This is because over the years there has been a global 
arms rivalry between the Soviet Union and the United States, especially 

since the first major confrontation between the two superpowers took place 

in Cuba in 1962. 


The new aspect of this situation is that the [words indistinct] as a base 

for another spiral in arms race as proposed by President Reagan stands out 
clearly. This will also explain the heaps of lies and deceits which preceeded 
the previous attempts at arms limitation at the global level. Furthermore, 
the enlightenment of the Western ruling circles is apparently facilitated 

by the fact that the Soviet Union leaves no chance whatsoever for the 

American and NATO adherents of the arms race to implement their plan. 





But recent developments have shown, however, that the greatest illusion of 
the U.S. military might has been in the hope that the Soviet Union would 

lack a counterbalance for a new threat to security. From all indications, 
fewer people would like to be at the service of illusion. It is no exaggera- 
tion to assert that a good number of people in the Western world want their 
military strategy to be underlined by positive reality. 





One should therefore wonder why more opinions are voiced to the effect that 
the year 1983 could be a turning point in the struggle between the adherents 
and the opponents of the arms drive. Many people hold the view that such 
forecasts are not well substantiated, but one is also constrained to ask 
whether the Reagan administration and NATO would keep insisting on their 
demand from the Soviet Union to unilaterally disarm itself in return for a 
promise not to deploy new American nuclear missiles. The situation is 
thereby fraught with danger. 


And again, if the new U.S. (?force) strike missiles would include those 
intended to be targeted at the Soviet Union in 1983 from the Western 
European [word indistinct], a new strategic situation would be created and 
existing parity would be broken. And faced with that situation, the Soviet 
Union will have to take the inescapable respondent measures both in weapons 
system as well as the decisionmaking mechanism in providing guarantees for 
retaliation. On the other hand, the Western European NATO governments 

shall have to face the political consequences of their course of deploying 
new U.S. missiles, and this could worsen the Soviet Union's relations with 
the countries that would deploy such weapons on their territories. Yet still, 
it may aggravate global crisis and undermine the foreign policy base of the 
countries that would become scapegoats of this malady. It will therefore be 
in the interest of Washington not to ignore the Soviet Union's Geneva 
proposals on reduction of both strategic weapons and Euromissiles. It is 
high time the superpowers grabbed the reality of the quest for global peace 
and harmony.

OAU FAILURE BLAMED ON UNITED STATES

[Text] When the first OAU summit of 1982 failed in Tripoli last August, 
many people attributed the failure to the controversial admission of the 
SDAR into the organization. Again, the second failure of the summit last 
November was blamed on the cloud surrounding the representation of Chad in 
the organization. But a critical assessment of the true situation in the 
organization could show that it was the inability of African leaders to hold 
a successful summit in 1982. Historically, the Western influence in Africa 
dates back to the early days of colonization when the continent was balkanized 
among several Western countries for the sole purpose of exploiting the rich 
economic resources of Africa. This perhaps lends support to the argument 
that the imperialistic upsurge and domination of Africa was essentially 
economic. This is because it is believed in many quarters that Europe's 
need for colonies in Africa arose out of the desire to create some semblance 
of state power to institutionalize the siphoning of African wealth by 
Western imperialists. 


The political domination, which was planned to be extremely minimal in terms 
of costs, was used as a smoke screen to gloss over the essence of Western 
imperialism which is to economically exploit the resources of Africa. But, 
conscious of the need for the reordering of this system, the OAU has 
increasingly tried to lend its weight to the achievement of economic inde- 
pendence in Africa, but the imperialistic countries perceive this as a threat 
to their source of continuous (?enrichment) and development status. Since 
they were feeling that Africa should not be economically independent, they 
wanted to perpetuate their domination of the African economy. Africa is a 
continent that is very rich in economic resources although it is often 
described as underdeveloped. But today, many member nations of the OAU 

have more or less become amenable to Western influence and propaganda. It 
is because of this that many sections of the world press describe the 
organization as a toothless bulldog. This is compounded by the fact that 
the "ian-African League had apparently not demonstrated the will to live 

up to expectation. 
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The Western press has, more than anything, developed an aggressive resentment 
of Colonel al-Qadhdhafi of Libya becoming the chairman of the OAU. Apart 
from this, the Western imperialists have unleashed the powerful force of 
coercion against Africa. 


The true position now is that any serious attempts to explain the current 
predicament of the OAU have to take into consideration the role played by 
the superpowers of the Western world to see that it is better for the OAU 
to break than to hold a successful summit in Tripoli. For instance, when 
the United States heard of the choice of al-Qadhdhafi in Kenya in 1981 to 
be the next OAU chairman, it openly condemmed the decision. One therefore 
wonders why the United States should arrogate to itself the power of deciding 
for Africa through the (?media) since it is not part of Africa. Right from 
the time of Kenya summit's vote, the United States used all e¢ :onomic and 
diplomatic weapons at its disposal to persuade its most faithful allies in 
Africa to find reasons to boycott any Tripoli summit. This is why the two 
attempts at a summit in Tripoli failed. And yet the survival of the OAU 
has been dramatized to a negative dimension, but the pro-Western papers 
have now started to suggest a change of venue from Tripoli to Addis Ababa 
in order to hold a successful summit. This appears to be a misguided percep- 
tion of the true cause of the stalemate in the organi-ation. It is there- 
fore necessary at this juncture to recall the Tanzanian foreign minister's 
warning that African countries are more to blame for the impasse in the 
organization. Since it is now certain that the external influences have 
been largely responsible for the discord in the organization, it is there- 
fore timely to suggest measures of reviving the dwindling pan-African union 
once and for all. 


In the first place, African leaders have to come to the true [word indis- 
tinct] of the situation and then reconsider their stand. And on a fianl note 


African leaders have to realise that the stalemate in the OAU had been 
directly or indirectly delaying the question of Namibia's independence.

Dr Ekwueme 
and Mr Palme expressed concern over the continuous deterioration of the inter- 
national situation caused by the escalation of the arms race, the abandonment 
cof detente and the lack of progress in finding political solutions to long- 
standing problems in the areas of tension. Both sides underlined their readi- 
ness to do all in their power to promote effective disarmament, especially in 
the sphere of nuclear weapons, in order to avert the danger of a nuclear war.

Because this 
report contains a critical appraisal of our present situation and of the gov- 
ernment's and Party's efforts in face of our difficulties, and because it 
constitutes a short, medium and long range program, this report received the 
full approval of the 1lOth Congress which also decided that it should be used 
as a reference document to provide guidelines to those at all levels in the 
Socialist Party who are in charge of training and supervising the vast 
majority of the Senegalese people. 


The 10th Congress, firmly believing in the historical role incumbent upon the 
Senegalese Socialist Party, adopted the following four principles as watch- 
words for the coming years: 


~ [We must] continue to strengthen democracy in the country through multi- 
partyism, freedom of expression, especially within other ideological families. 


Overtures to other political trends will of necessity require democracy within 
the Party, so each militant is a politically aware, mature and responsible in- 
dividual taking part in the Party's life. 


Free and more highly aware of his responsibilities, the socialist militant 
must make an effective contribution to general progress. In this respect, 
the Party School will have to play an important part. 


- [We must] continue to consolidate Party unity: As it is well known that 
unity will bring strength, the 10th Congress reminds all Socialist Party 
militants that, no matter how far discussions have gone, they must never lose 
sight of the necessity to unite around the general principles of the Party 
so as to preserve the latter's capacity for action. Unity must bring about 
solidarity within and between all Party levels. 
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- [We must] maintain discipline at all times: The statutes and regulations 
issued by the Party must apply to all and at all levels, for there can be no 
truly modern party without discipline. Thus, the 10th Congress reminds each 
and all that democratic centralism consists in a steady exchange between the 
rank and file and the leadership in making decisions, that it governs rela- 
tions between organizations within our Party, and that failure to observe any 
of these rules constitutes a serious breach of discipline. 


- (We must] remain open to all: The 10th Congress again affirms that it is 
out of the question for our Party to present itself as a ghetto. Therefore, 

it must not only remain open to all the children of this country, but also 
keep playing an important part in the Socialist Interafrican and International, 
maintaining cooperation relations with brother and progressive parties 
throughout the world. 


Such must be the political course followed by the Socialist Party during tte 
coming years if it is to fully represent the deep-rooted and genuine aspira- 
tions of the Senegalese people and act as a lever in giving the country a 
start, a task in which we are all invited to cooperate. 


In this respect, in the spirit of the general secretary, President Abdou 
Diouf's report, the 10th Congress is pleased to note that, in spite of nu- 
merous obstacles, encouraging results have already been observed, which all 
bear the mark of Senegalese socialism. 


I. Marks Left by the Senegalese Socialist Party on the Country's Economic 
and Social Life 


A. With respect to economy, our developing country--the progress of which is 
interrupted by pauses, and even setbacks and inconsistencies--is now undeniably 
engaged in a process of general economic modernization under the leadership of 
Senegalese socialism. 


a) Thus, in the rural world, the salient achievement is the community's ap- 
propriation of the land which has been declared national domain; the resulting 
collective management is materialized in the powers given to rural communities 
to manage democratically the national domain forming part of their territory. 


In addition, the organization of farmers into agricultural, livestock farming 
and fishing cooperatives is making it easier to introduce modern production 
means (agricultural machinery, fertilizers, selected seeds, fungicides, etc.) 
and to market the produce. This has eliminated the exploitation of farmers 
through usury loans and sales which used to prevent any progress on the land 
in colonial times. 


However, the 10th Congress is fully aware that full control over the water 
supply is a prerequisite to any modernization of agriculture and livestock 
farming, as it will enable rural workers to work all year round without 
risking to lose everything due to adverse weather conditions. Indeed, this 
Sahel zone, where it rains only three or four months, has always been plagued 
by drought and its well known effects: food and water shortages for men and 
livestock. 
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The Congress recognizes the efforts already made in this respect, which are 
evidenced by the hundreds of wells drilled and outfitted in the rural world, 
especially since the recent creation of the Ministry of Water-Supply and the 
implementation of the Emergency Water-Supply Plan. It also recognizes the 
conpletion of the Guidel dam in Casamance, which will be outfitted within the 
shortest possible time, and is pleased to note that work has started on the 
Bignona and Anambe dams, and especially on the two large dams at Diama and 
Manantali, 


Considerable efforts have also been made and satisfactory results obtained in 
the subsectors of livestock farming and especially sea fishing; by their 
sales abroad, these two subsectors rank first among Senegalese exports. 


b) With respect to the modern economic sector, the 10th Congress acknowledges 
that the appropriation and collective management of large production means 
have not progressed as much and are now limited to the nationalization of 
water and electricity production and distribution, the creation of state 
companies (public companies, semi-public companies, miscellaneous public 
institutions), or the acquisition of majority or minority interests in 
various enterprises (industries, banks, etc.). 


The Congress approves and recommends caution in this respect, considering 

that no modernization in this sector is possible without capital, which is 
still in short supply in our country, and that we must therefore have recourse 
to foreign capital, obviously under the terms and conditions set forth in our 
investment codes. 


The 10th Congress expresses its pleasure at the decisions made and at the 
Operations planned by the government to improve working conditions in our 
economic operators. 


The lOth Congress invites the government to consider what course of action 
or measures could make our banking system better adapted to the financing 
of development operations. 


It invites the government to pursue actively its work in preparation of a 
revision of the Sixth Plan. 


Finally, the 10th Congress expresses its pleasure at the government's efforts 
in the forestry sector, and at the programs it has undertaken, which have 
been implemented with considerable financial support from abroad to finance 
the Forestry Orientation Plan. 


The lOth Congress invites the government to give special attention to the 
North of the country, which is seriously threatened by the advance of the 
desert. 


As far as communication infrastructures are concerned, which are the basis 

for all modern economic development, large investments were made in Senegal 

to bring regions out of their isolation. Indeed, this must be done if rural 
workers are to obtain adequate compensation for their efforts, and if national

unity is to be reinforced. Therefore, the 10th Congress declares itself 
pleased with the government's achievements in building roads, which have 
made of the Senegalese road system one of the best in West Africa. 


The lOth Congress encourages the government to continue its efforts to build 
paved roads connecting all department and even arrondissement seats to the 
regional capitals. Simultaneously,the reinforcement of the brigades building 
agricultural service roads will soon bring all villages out of their 
isolation. 


B. In the social services sector, many inadequacies quite naturally result 
from the low level of development of our country. Nevertheless, Senegal is 
better off in this respect than many other African countries, despite the 
fact that the state is providing for almost everything: health, education, 
culture and social services. 


a) With respect to health, the Congress recognizes that the country possesses 
a remarkably organized network of health facilities: hospitals in all regions, 
public health centers in department seats, maternity and community clinics in 
arrondissements, rural maternity clinics and public health huts at the seats 
of rural communities and in large villages. 


The Congress recognizes the people's participation in improving their own health 
by adhering to the watchword "health for all,'' as well as the role played by 
their contributions, which they manage themselves. 


b) With respect to education and vocational training, the 10th Congress can 
only rejoice at the huge progress accomplished in this respect. Indeed, 
whereas there were only 100,000 primary school students in 1960, there are 
now over 500,000. Secondary, higher and vocational schools and, generally 
speaking, the training of cadres have experienced a spectacular development. 


Physical education has not been neglected. In this respect, the Congress re- 
cognizes the realization of large sports infrastructures in the regions, in 
Saint-Louis, Kaolack, Louga and Diourbel, as well as the current construction 
of stadiums in Ziguinchor and Dakar. The Congress encourages the Senegalese 
people, who are already considered to be a healthy and strong people, to keep 
exerting their bodies to ensure their health and their harmonious development. 
Only then can they be good intellectuals, good cadres, good producers in all 
fields. 


c) Recalling that Senegal was the first Black African country to create a 
Ministry of Culture, the lOth Congress indicates its agreement to emphasize 

the culture subsector while simultaneously developing economy. Indeed, what 

is at stake is Senegal's identity which must be preserved through all the 
changes accompanying modern development. The Congress approves the suggestion 
of its general secretary, President Abdou Diouf, to prepare a national cultural 
charter. 


The Congress points out that, far from going back--which would not be possible 
in view of the changes wrought into the former context--we, who are now living 
in a cultural atmosphere reflecting our deep-seated aspirations, must remain 
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mentally sound to orient our development toward the satisfaction of our real 
needs. But we should not withdraw into ourselves, for any civilization that 
withdraws into itself is doomed to sclerosis and death. 


d) With respect to social services and national solidarity, the 10th Congress 

is pleased to note the government's efforts, especially in dealing with natural 
disasters. However, fully aware of what remains to be done, the Congress calls 
for a more systematic organization of this sector, especially where physically 

handicapped and elderly people are concerned. 


The 10th Congress calls for the creation of workers" production cooperative 
that would enable organized workers to integrate into the various industrial 
production sectors. 


The 10th Congress recognizes the aid provided by the government in reinforcing 
the consumer cooperative system organized in enterprises. 


The 10th Congress more particularly invites the government to intensify its 
efforts to safeguard and promote consumption. 


The 1lOth Congress declares itself pleased by the measures taken by the govern- 
ment to help expatriates find back a place in society and at work. 


The lOth Congress welcomes the definition of a social policy concerning the 
return of Senegalese expatriates. 


Finally, the 10th Congress calls for a redoubling of efforts on the part of 
the Secretariat of State to Human Promotion to accelerate the prccess of 
social integration of expatriates. 


II. Prospects 


Indeed, the 10th Congress is fully aware of the fact that the positive results 
obtained do not amount to much when compared with the task to be accomplished, 
a task now made more difficult by the world crisis in economic and financial 
relations, which has hardly hit our country. Therefore, after taking note of 
the structural deficit of the main sectors of our national economy (peanuts, 
sugar, balance of trade and balance of payments), the 10th Congress has select- 
ed an approach which consists in reflecting on the type of society we intend 

to build and on how we intend to build it, before offering solutions. 


In this respect, the 10th Congress declares itself pleased by the clarity of 
the proposa.s contained in the general secretary, President Abdou Diouf's 
report, which it approves without reservation. Indeed, the ‘ask at hand is 
the construction of a socialist and democratic society based on the following 
simple principles: 


A. Food self-sufficiency through the modernization of the rural world which 


will no longer be threatened by drought and will be served by enlightened 
farmers growing an increasingly diversified number of crops. 
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B. Health for all through a considerable equipment and training effort and 
with increased participation by the people, so that primary health care is 
available to all by 2000. The Congress invites all Senegalese to devote 
theit energies to this exalting task. 


C. Education for all,ensuring that the education provided is closely adapted 
to the job, whether salaried or not. For this purpose, the Congress declares 
that all social groups in the nation must make an intellectual, moral or mate- 
rial contribution to arrive at a consensus and unite the efforts of all, as 
was done for the States General of Education. 


D. Equitable distribution of revenues by ensuring that our human resources 
are fully employed, in all sectors of the country's economy. To achieve this, 
the Congress believes we must let private and collective initiatives flourish 
and exploit all our resources. 


E. Culture for all through an extensive decentralization of cultural efforts 
so as to give new life to our traditional values. 


In this respect, the Congress fully approves the idea of a national Cultural 
Charter to be developed by all educated men of goodwill. 


F. Finally, social justice, i.e. freedom for all, equality under the law, 
and national solidarity. 


Concerning the means and strategies to be implemented, the 10th Congress 
fully approves and supports: 


1. In the medium term, the economic and financial recovery plan, 


2. In the long term, the Sixth Economic and Social Development Plan which 
opens prospects that should lead to the type of society we have defined and 
chosen. 


3. The proposal for a joint development of the three sectors of our economy 
(primary, secondary and tertiary), through the continued and even accelerated 
modernization of the rural world including, among other things, full control 
Over the water supply to meet human, livestock and crop requirements, so as 
to achieve a more extensive diversification of agricultural production as 
well as reforestation, and so as to valorize livestock farming and provide 
better sea and river fishing equipment; through industrialization based on a 
strong primary sector and having for its essential objectives the valorization 
of our raw materials, for local consumption and for exportation, and the pro- 
duction of goods to replace imported goods; and finally through the develop- 
ment of the tertiary sector, tourism being a subsector that should receive 
special attention. 


The 10th Congress of the Socialist Party congratulates the reporter, general 
secretary of the Party, Comrade Abdou Diouf, for his clear-sightedness, and 
declares itself pleased with the consistency and clarity of his report and 
convinced that it points to the right way toward the realization of our 
model social and democratic society. 
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In this respect, the Congress of the Socialist Party wishes to point out to 
the efficient, rational and positive work accomplished under the inspiration 
of President Abdou Diouf by the government so competently headed by Comrade 
Habib Thiam, prime minister, to whom the Congress addresses its warmest con- 
gratulations and renewed encouragements to continue the task of recovery which 
he has undertaken in a spirit of clear-sightedness, clarity and efficiency 
characteristic of his government.

His cry is unvary- 
ing and therefore tiresome, and one ends up getting tired of listening to it, 
as one does the cry of any parrot. However, an actual bird does not under- 
stand anything it is saying, and therefore has the advantage over that publi- 
cation director of being a decoration that adds to the cheerfulness of a 
veranda. 


But what about Amath Dansokho? The PIT is, quite definitely, one of the most 
negative elements on the current political scene. And foreigners, just like 
all Senegalese patriots, cannot help but be astonished that the favorable 
prospects being offered by our democracy are being made the most of by nothing 
other than lies and slander. 


One wishes that Amath Dansokho would undeceive himself. Because the PIT- 
Senegal has excluded itself from democratic debate it is no longer even an 
opponent for us. We now look on it with scorn because it embodies the aspira- 
tions of an ideology alien to our concerns. And we know that ideology well 
becausé we have crossed swords with it on several occasions. 


It is amazing that the publication director of DAAN DOOLE stubbornly persists 
in doubting our determination, whereas the ideology whose interests he 
defends has long ceased to have any illusions as to our capacity for resis- 
tance. 

"But who knows--a lapse is always possible!" the leaders of PIT-Senegal 

must be telling themselves. Most certainly that is what explains their 
stubbornness--a stubbornness fed by a pathological hatred which characterizes 
the behavior of all reactionaries opposed to systems of government drawing 
their inspiration from democratic socialism. 


Let there be no expectation whatsoever of a lapse or weariness on the part 
of the Socialist Party.

GOVERNMENT MEETING WITH PRIVATE SECTOR REPORTED

SIERRA LEONE Chamber of Commerce 
has suggested that companies which earn 
foreign exchange from exports and which 
contribute significantly to government re- 
venue in the form of duties and taxes, 
should be guaranteed a certain percentage 
of these earnings, so as to be assured of 
imports. of necessary raw materials and 
spare parts, to maintain production. 

This suggestion was put forward by the 
president of the Chamber, Mr. Tommy 
Taylor-Morgan, during the Chamber’s 21st 


annual dinner, held at the Paramount 


Hotel, in Freetown. 


Reviewing Sierra Leone’s economic 
activity during the year, from the Cham- 
ber’s point of view, Mr. Taylor-Morgan 
said that the industrial sector had con- 
tinued to suffer from lack of foreign 
exchange to import raw materials, spare 
parts and machinery, resulting in some 
temporary suspension of production, as at 
the Sierra Leone Brewery Ltd., and the 
Seaboard West Africa flour mill, or re- 
duced production suffered by virtually 
every company. 

The mining sector, he said, had also 
suffered a severe decline in its activities 


resulting in large-scale retrenchment at 
both the National Diamond Mining Com- 
pany and Sierra Rutile, consequently 
adding to the already serious unemploy- 
ment situation. 

Commenting on culate. Mr. Tom- 
my Taylor-Morgan said: “The worxid mar- 
ket price for our main export commodities 
were at their lowest for two decades, with 
no sign that there is going to be an upturn. 


This has seriously affected our foreign 
exchange earnings and continues to contri- 
bute to our depressed economy. 


“Persistent reports of smuggling of these 


commodities has also helped to worsen the 
situation, because the SLPMB has not 
been able to buy enough to help to 


compensate for the low prices. We hope 
that government’s efforts to combat this 


menace will soon bear fruit.” 


Mr. Taylor-Morgan observed that 1 Tice, 


the nation’s staple food, used up Le. 80m. 

in foreign exchange earnings last year. He 
described this trend as “most unsatisfac- 
tory”, which situation, he said, had promp- 
ted the Bank of Sierra Leone to host a 
seminar on ‘The problems and conflicts in 
the rice sector”. The problems, he recal- 
led, were exhaustively discussed and long 
and short-term soiutions offered. These 
were incorporated in a paper presented to 


the Minister of Agriculture and Forestry. 
Assurances, he said, had been given that 
these proposals will be considered and 
possibly incorporated in a government 
policy paper on agriculture soon to be 
published. 

Mr. Taylor-Morgan mentioned two of 
these resolutions which, he maintained, 
needed immediate action if Sierra Leone is 
to see some move towards increased food 
production and self-sufficiency ‘in rice. A 
proper pricing policy, and commitment by 
government to the gradual reduction of 
rice importation as an incentive to local 
farmers. 

Mr. Taylor-Morgan said: ‘Fertile land 
and consistent good weather are two of 
Sierra Leone’s greatest assets and at the 








same time two of the most vital inputs in 
agricultural production. What is needed 
now are the night incentives and atmos- 
phere to be provided by government, and 
the determined will of the people to return 
to the tilling of the land. 

“These combinations will go a great way 
in helping this. nation to feed itself. We 
have been recently assured by the Minister 
of Agriculture and Forestry that govern- 
ment is desirous of encouraging joint ven- 
ture schemes with the private sector to 
develop agriculture and that government is 
willing to make available agricultural land 
as its contribution to investors. We in the 
private sector have committed ourselves to 
participating in processing and marketing, 
if a proper atmosphere is created by 
government. We look forward to a positive 
statement on this issue.” 

Mr. Taylor-Morgan welcomed the 
announcement in the recent Budget 
Speech of the appointment of a cabinet 
committee on energy conservation which is 
to be enlarged to include the oil companies 
and individuals with competence in this 
area. He said he hoped that the committee 
would soon seitle down to tackling the 
enormous problems which “the absence of 
a well thought out. energy policy continue 
to have on the country’s ever-increasing oil 
import bills”’. 

He said he was very pleased that, after 
several years, government had finally 
accepted the Chamber’s views on the 
classification and restriction of imports, 
and urged the Ministry of Trade to be 
vigilant and to adhere strictly to these 
categories. 

He reported that the 2.5 per cent foreign 
exchange users’ fee continues to be a 
burden to importers, especially when im- 
porters are not guaranteed the amount of 
foreign exchange needed to cover their 
licences, and he urged government to 
consider removing this “punitive mea- 
sure”. 

Referring to the Conference Centre at 
Aberdeen (which was built for the 1980 
OAU summit) as a potential foreign 
exchange earner, Mr. Taylor-Morgan 
urged government to attract international 
agencies, multinationals and other large 
companies to make full use of the confer- 
ence centre facilities which could earn the 
country much-needed foreign exchange. 

He noted, with pleasure, that govern- 
ment intends to invite private sector com- 
ments on the new Development of Indus- 
tnes Bill before it is finally submitted to 


\ 


Parliament, and said that, given the nght 
incentives and guarantees, Sierra Leone 
would soon enter its era of industrialisa- 
tion. He said he hoped that this pattern of 
inviting the Chamber to comment on prop- 
osed legislation involving trade, commerce 
and industry would continue. 

Turning to activities in the ports, the 
Chamber’s president reported that normal 
trends continued with an increasing per- 
centage of cargo being presented in con- 
tainers. He said that transhipment contain- 
ers have kept to the 1981 leVel rather than 
the expected increase, due to the fall in 
trade in Nigeria. Security, he said, con- 
tinued to be a great problem and a constant 
worry to the ports, with frequent reports of 
piracy and similar canoe activities. If this is 
not checked, he went on, the image of 
Freetown in shipping circles may be badly 
affected and may result in reluctance by 
ship owners to use the port for tranship- 
ment. 

Mr. Taylor-Morgan deplored the poor 
state of the roads in Freetown and the main 
highways to the provincial centres and 
urged that the amount of money already 
allocated for road maintenance and repairs 
should be effectively used to improve the 
condition of these roads. 

Mr. Taylor-Morgan said that the post- 
election spate of armed robbery had wor- 
ried businessmen, but he expressed appre- 
ciation of the efforts made by the Commis- 
sioner of Police to curb this menace. 

He also had a message for journalists. 
“We urge our journalists to be more 
circumspect in their reporting as a look in 
some of our newspapers gives the impress- 
ion that Sierra Leoneans are dishon<.. 
people. This is a very damaging image fur 


our country abroad. It is hoped, however, 
that government will, at the same time, 
take a firm stand to deal severely with 
those guilty of misusing government 
funds.” 


Recalling last October's meeting be- 
tween key cabinet ministers and the private 
sector, Mr. Taylor-Morgan said: “In Octo- 
ber this year, the Honourable Minister of 
Finance organised a unique event in the 
economic history of Sierra Leone. An 
event that might be considered as the 
turning point in this our economic crisis, 
and the future of Sierra Leone. The Hon- 
ourable Minister invited the private sector 
to have the most frank and open dialogue 
with himself and colleagues from the 
Ministries of Development and Economic

Planning, Trade and Industry. Agriculture 
and Forestry, Mines and Works. 


“I should heartily like to congratulate 
the Honourable Salia Jusu Shenff on this 
initiative, and assure him of the support of 
all members, and, I dare to say, even those 
who are not of our membership. We would 
early in the New Year invite you, sir, 
together with your colleagues, to a con- 
tinuation of this dialogue, this time with 
the Chamber of Commerce as hosts.” 


Commenting on the official exchange 
rate versus ‘market rates’’, and high prices 
of commodities, Mr. Taylor-Morgan, who 
was speaking before the new two-tier 
system was announced, said: ““The present 
system of dual exchangé rates where the 
true rate is half the official rate, should, I 
think, be recognised by government and an 
effort made to bridge this gap. Otherwise, 
a situation will soon result in which some 
legitimate businesses, that contribute signi- 
ficantly to government revenue, but cannot 
or would not operate in the parallel mar- 
ket, would be forced out of business. Alas, 
the trend is already apparent.” 


Deputising for President Siaka Stevens, 
the acting Second Vice-President and 
Minister of Finance, Mr. Salia Jusu Sher- 
iff, said in reply that government wel- 
comed the opportunity to learn the views 
of the business community on the state of 
the economy. 


Mr. Sheriff said that government shared 
the Chamber's concern about the current 
low level of world prices in respect of the 
country’s agricuitural exports, a situation 
which, he said, has been brought about by 
continued recession in the industrialised 
world, and the difficulties with the com- 
modity agreements meant to stabilise the 
prices of these export commodities. He 
mentioned the need to diversify and im- 
prove the export base in order to be better 
placed to withstand the vagaries of the 
world market. Such diversification, he 
submitted. should not only entail wider 
Variety of agricultural products for export, 
but also a greater emphasis on developing 
the industrial sector. 


He called for close co-operation between 
government and the business sector to 
achieve this, and stressed that such co- 
Operation was One of the reasons for his 
invitation to the private sector to enter a 
dialogue with government for the purpose 
of mutually exploring the possibilities and 
Opportunities for joint and sole ventures in 
various spheres of the economy. 


He said government was determined to 
do all in its power to ensure that the 
greatest advantage is taken of the poten- 
tials with which Sierra Leone is blessed, 
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and hoped that the October meeting with 
the private sector was the first step in 
seeking positive contributions of their 
ideas, finances and managerial resources to 
the development of the economy. 

“We appreciate the need for proper 
incentives and the provision of the neces- 
sary infrastructure, and it is government’s 
determination to create, within the shor- 
test possible time, the right environment 
within which such co-operation can 
thrive,”’ he added. 

On the issue of price control, the Minis- 
ter said: “I share your realism on the issue 
of price control. Price cannot be divorced 
frora cost; and cost, particularly of im- 
ported goods, is influenced by the present 
inflationary trend in the world economy, 
and the effective exchange rate at which 
the necessary foreign currency is purchased 
to finance such imports. However, whilst I 
agree that much of the price increase being 
experienced in the country today results 
from imported inflation, and the high 
parallel] market exchange rate, I must 
observe that quite a lot of it can also be 
explained in terms of unduly high mark 
ups. 
elt would no doubt be very difficult to 
have an effective system of price controls 
without the co-operation of the business 
community. 

“Far from abandoning price controls, I 
believe that we must continue to exercise 
surveillance over price trends in order to 
relieve the populace of the hardship caused 
by profiteering. Since your raaks include 
such a large segment of tne business 
community, I wish to seek your co- 
operation in ensuring that while your 
members realise reasonable profits from 
their operations, the price of commodities 
are not raised to unjustified levels. As a 
community, you must not only be self- 
employing, you must also be self- 
regulating, and self-disciplir.ing, otherwise 
someone else will have to carry out these 
functions for you.” 

On the foreign exchange situation, the 
Minister recalled his budget speech in 
which he had told Parliament that ‘‘serious 
and active consideration was being given to 
a package of measures aimed at streng- 
thening the export sector, improving the 
balance of payment profile, and increasing 
the availability of foreign exchange re- 
sources. He didn’t say what these measures 
are, but added that many people have told 
him that to them, the availability of foreign 
exchange facility was more important than 
its cost. 

Mr. Jusu Sheriff finally told his audience 
that he was of the opinion that enough 
diagnostic reviews have been done within 
the last six months and called on the nation 
now “to press ahead with imp!ementing 
the solutions.”

A distinctive feature of this all-round crisis facing the oppressor class is 
that the initiative has shifted into the hands of the people and continued so 

to shift. 


We are on the offensive to put an end to the cruel system of national oppression 
and economic exploitation. It is a process that the Pretoria rulers can neither 
defuse nor halt. Within the confines of the apartheid system there is no way 

out of this crisis situation. The real solution lies in the victory of the 
revolutionary forces, the dismantling of the apartheid machinery and the transfer 
of political power to the democratic majority. Each year as our forces advance 
on the enemy, this, our cherished goal, becomes clearer and nearer.

[Text] The South African Indian Council [SAIC] is not noted for its political 
wisdom or courage. Nor can it be said to be a representative body: it was 
elected to office in 1981 on a mere 13 percent vote; but even this is a flatter- 
ing statistic because it is a proportion of registered voters whereas many-- 
perhaps most--of the people in the Indian community had refused to register. 


Despite this unpromising background the SAIC gives signs of being surefooted 

in its current dealings with the government on the planned constitutional 
dispensation. For, according to Mr Amichand Rajbansi, the council's executive 
chairman and head of the majority National People's Party, support will only be 
given to the constitutional plans in return for government agreement to a set 
of specific demands. 


A basic demand being nade is that Indians must have normal travel rights. 

Mr Rajbansi points out it is an "insult" that they are prohibited from travelling 
freely in large parts of the country, including the free state and northern 

Natal; he notes they cannot be expected to become members of parliament or cabinet 
ministers if this situation continues to exist. 


On the broader front, the SAIC wants to negotiate for a fourth chamber for 
blacks in the proposed new parliament. It also wants the government to hold a 
referendum to gauge Indian opinion on the plans. 


The demand concerning a black fourth chamber does, of course, seek to overcome 
what is the gravest objection to the plans in opposition circles. It also 
strikes at the heart of what the nationalists are prepared--or rather, not 
prepared--to do in rearranging South Africa and is therefore bound to be 
resisted on ideological grounds. 


But refusal to compromise will, if the SAIC sticks to its guns, lose the 
government all prospect of support in the Indian community. SAIC cooperation 
will lend little enough respectability as it is; without it, there is nothing. 


This apart, how can the government possibly reiect the demand that Indians have 
the right to travel freely? There could hardly be a more basic request--and yet 
one that challenges Mr P. W. Botha and his followers to prove their reformist 
words. 
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And has the SAIC, as. hope it has, also put group areas onto the table as 
a prime issue for negotiation?

DRAFT DODGERS-London--Several thousand South African draft dodgers are now 
scattered across the world, many of them seeking asylum and usually getting 
it, according to a London-based organisation which helps those who quit the 
country to avoid call-up. A spokesman for the Committee on South African 
War Resistance (COSAWR) said yesterday it expected increasing numbers of 
young Whites to come to Britain and other countries to escape new military 
service legislation which became effective this week. Mr Gavin Cawthra, a 
South African who heads COSAWR, told a Press conference yesterday: "The 
numbers are now in their thousands. We don't know about all of them, but 
there are at least 300 in Britain, 100 in the Netherlands, 30 in Australia 
and about 20 in the United States." He said others had gone to Scandinavian 
countries and Canada, He said so far no bona fide South African "war 
resisters" had been deported from Britain or any other country. At the 
Press conference were three young Whites who last year came to Britain 
seeking asylum, Gordon Hudson (22) from Durban, Aubrey Shelton (23) from 
Cape Town and Terry Fannin (20) from Pietermaritzburg, arrived here in 
1982, Mr Fannin has been granted asylum which allows him to work in the 
United Kingdom and the other two expect to be granted similar status soon. 
All three said they had refused military service because they opposed 
apartheid and considered that undertaking it would support an "oppressive"

DET ACTION PROTESTED--Mrs Martha Taylor, a Soweto councillor, has called 

on parents to strongly protest against the Department of Education and 
Training (DET) ruling that children over the age of 21 not be allowed to 
continue their standard nine or ten classes, She warned parents that unless 
immediate action was taken, there would be a baby boom in the black community 
by the end of the year, She slammed the idea that young students, still 
eager to go to school full-time, were being told that they should enrol with 
adult schools (night schools). Mrs Taylor's remarks followed a report made 
when the matric results were released, that a shock was in store for matric 
students who were 21 and had failed their exams, DET's chief liaison officer, 
Mr J.A. Schoeman, was quoted as saying regulations were that no person older 
than 20 years shall be admitted. He said it meant if a student was 21 he 
would have to get special permission from the director-general to be 
readmitted. "As a councillor I view the whole thing very seriously consider- 
ing that even the chances of getting employment have been predicted to be 
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slim,'' said Mrs Tay -r, "The officials should remember that our children 
start school at a later age than whites. And many of the students are forced 
to work for a year or two along the way to accumulate funds because not all 
parents can afford schooling costs for one reason or another," she said.

OFFICIAL LANGUAGES SCRAPPED--The Department of Education and Training (DET) 
has done away with both official languages--English and Afrikaans--for the 
Sub A classes. The department's PRO, Mr Job Schoeman, said the decision was 
included in the Education and Training Act of 1979 but only came into 

effect from 1981, He has no knowledge of a memo or proposal allegedly 
advanced by teachers in Soweto last year requesting DET to drop official 
languages in this standard, Although Mr Schoeman said the situation had 
been like this for some years, a teacher told the Sowetan the ruling was 
only put into effect this year. A number of schools in Soweto whose teachers 
held a meeting with school inspectors on the issue started the system last 
year, Reasons advanced by teachers for doing away with the official 
languages in Sub A was that they encountered learning problems with the 
children. Some of the children were said even not to understand their own 
home languages while others mixed all the languages up. All pupils in 

Sub A will now be taught only in their home language. Teachers said it was 
only in Sub B that one official language, English or Afrikaans, would be 
taught. The choice of the language in Sub B would be at the discretion of 
the principal, A teacher on the East Rand said in Sub B only oral work 
would be taught in English and it was only in Standard 1 that both offi- 
cial languages would be taught. The choice of the language in Sub B would 
be at the discretion of the principal. A teacher on the East Rand said in 
Sub B only oral work would be taught in English and it was only in Standard l 
that both official languages would be taught. Mr Schoeman said the choice 

of languages for the children to begin with lay with the school committees, 
He said it had already been the practice in schools for Sub A pupils to be 
taught only their home languages.

WOOL OUTPUT--South Africa's shorn wool production had shown an increase for 
the third consecutive year last season and the 105,7-million kg production 
figure recorded last year was the highest in 10 years, the chairman of the 
Wool Board, Mr P.W. van Rooyen, said yesterday in his annual review for 1982. 
The decrease in karakul wool production had continued, however, and was 
currently the lowest in 14 years, he added. Mr Van Rooyen said favourable 
grazing conditions, especially during the early growing season in certain 
regions, were responsible for last year's high wool production, "In spite 
of a dry, hot summer in the interior and only sporadic rain in the latter 
half of the season, the season can be regarded as a relatively good produc- 
tion year," he added. "For the board," he said, "this increase in produc- 
tion is very heartening. 'For the past number of years, the board has been 
stimulating production purposefully through wool production promotion and 
development activities.'' Mr Van Rooyen said that although the mass of South 
African wool exports had decreased by 5,9-million kg during the past season, 
the value was R42,13-million higher than the previous season. While 
unfavourable global economic conditions had had a negative effect on the 
demand for textile fibres, the weakening of the rand had had a strong effect 
on South Africa's wool prices, he added. Unstable rates of exchange that 

at times fluctuated considerably had also had a large influence on the 
industry last year, Mr Van Rooyen said, He said it was estimated that the 
world supply of woo! fur the coming season would increase by 2,5 percent. 
The increased supply would be mainly in carding wool, while the apparel wool 
supply would show only a slight increase, Fluctuating interest rates would 
once again constitute a factor for wool prices in the forthcoming season,

"Last year's performance of the Krugerrand, whilst 
reflecting a 28 percent decline from the 3 559 517 ounces achieved in 1981, 
can be considered to be most satisfactory in the light of the unfavourable 
market conditions which prevailed, essentially during the second half of the 
year,'' an Intergold spokesman told Sapa yesterday, By the end of last year's 
second quarter, sales were extremely buoyant, recording a 32 percent 
increase over the corresponding period in 1981, but from June to December 

a total of only 722 510 ounces of new coins were added to the market, 
Intergold said this was accounted for by the erratic behaviour of the gold 
price, high interest rates, a strengthening US dollar, and the opportunity 
for short-term speculative profits to be made by selling coins back on the 
market. Additional negative factors include the closure of the Argentine 
market, following the hostilities over the Falkland Islands, the introduc- 
tion of the 15 percent VAT on gold coins sold in the United Kingdom, and 

the failure of the Japanese market to develop as rapidly as had been 
anticipated, ‘The Krugerrand nevertheless has retained its overall domi- 
nance of the bullion coin market, and sales exceed 36,7 million ounces 

since 1970, "It is expected that international economic conditions in

HOMELANDS DEVELOPMENT--It was unrealistic to blame political decision makers 
for the problems that still remained in the four independent homelands-- 
Transkei, Bophuthatswana, Venda and Ciskei, the Bureau for Economic Research

recently conducted a survey on development in the TBVC countries, said if 
latest statistics for the four independent states were "stripped of all 
subjective political prejudice," it was clear that satisfactory progress 

'Given the backlog that exists at 
the moment, it is unrealistic to expect a more rapid growth rate at this 
stage. "It is even more unrealistic to blame political decision makers for 
all the problems that still remain,'' Benso gaid. The bureau said its latest 
survey indicated that recent development in the TBVC states was positive 

and that the respective governments were still "diligently" busy with the 
implementation of a great variety of development programmes. It also 
indicated a high degree of interdependence between the TBVC countries and 
South Africa, "which confirms the correctness of the regional development 
agreement which was signed in 1982. "As soon as the regional strategy, of 
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which only the industrial element has been finalised as yet, is fully 
implemented, it should make a substantial contribution to the development 
of all the participating countries in southern Africa," the bureau said, 
"The realisation of the already announced Multilateral Development Bank 
will probably also play an important part in the elimination of obstacles 
such as insufficient infrastructure," it added. The survey showed that: 
--The gross domestic product of the independent states amounted to an 
estimated Rl 324-million in 1980. The 1975 figure was R489-million.--Sapa

"IT hope, with some justification, that South Africa will not let us down, even 
if we are not represented on the commission," the prime minister, Prince Mabandla, 
said yesterday. 


He was replying to questions, posed by Canada's new high commission to Swaziland, 
Mr Edward Lee. 


"After all, our case is based on solid historical facts. We are not, as it were, 
trying to build up a case for the land in question. We are merely tracing 
historical events which led to the present land negotiations," the prime 
minister said. 


He also told the envoy that, although the two countries had slight differences, 
they were still able to sit down and discuss their problems. 


"We do have slight differences with our neighbour, South Africa, but we do not 
allow such differences to lead to confrontation," Prince Mabandla said. 


He stated: "We are able to talk to them when we have problems and they are 
also able to talk to us. This is in keeping with our membership in the non- 
aligned movement. 


"As our late King Subhuza II always taught us, we prefer dialogue and not conflict." 


Mr Lee, who is based in Pretoria, pointed out that the South African Government 
appeared to be impressed with the manner in which Swaziland was handling the 
problems of the African National Congress.

"It's not just the ANC," replied the prime minister, who explained: 'Everyone 


who seeks political asylum in our country must be a genuine refugee." 








He said Swaziland did ‘ot want to help people kill each other. ''We are not 
prepared to encourage adverse activities to originate from our country.” 


This policy, he said, was again in line with the kingdom's membership in the 
non-aligned movement. "We are determined to follow in the footsteps of 

our late king who advocated roundtable discussions to solve conflicts," 

the prime minister said.

IMPROVEMENTS IN INDUSTRIAL SITUATION DETAILED

[Text] The average capacity utilization in most of the industries has 
risen from 15 percent in 1980 when the Uganda People Congress took over 
the administration, to 25 percent this year, 


According to the report from the Ministry of Industry on 49 major industries 
accounting for 80 percent of the country's industrial production, their 
overall production was 10 percent in 1981, The average capacity utilization 
has risen from 15 per cent in 1980 to 25 percent this year. 


The report points out that improved management and availability of foreign 
exchange have been largely responsible for the marked progress. 


Availability of local funds, skilled manpower and improved infrastructure 
are also indicated as factors for effective implementation of the industrial 
recovery programme. 


Confidence among management, resulting from absence of threats of sacking, 
has brought about peace, cooperation and devotion to work, adds the 
report . 


The report states that the Ministry of Industry has put in special efforts 
to assist industries in obtaining external financing through loans, commodity 
aid and grants. 


Of the U.S. 90 million do:zlars provided to Uganda in 1980 by the World Bank 
International Development Association (IDA) as a reconstruction credit, 
the industrial sector got a sum of 54 million dollars. 


As a result, through the utilization of this, over 40 major industries 
have been able to purchsse raw materials and spare parts. Private 
industries have also benefited. 


The report shows that some industries producing textiles, edible oil, 
matches, hoes, bedsheets, packing materials, iron sheets, tiles and bricks, 


brushware and exercise books recorded real output of between 5 and 20 
percent in 1981 over 1980 figures. 














The industries like Mukisa Biscuits, Uganda Bags and Hessian Mills (Tororo) 
Uganda Fishnet Factory and others have resumed production. Uganda Grain 
Milling Company and Uganda Metal Industri:s in Jinja are some of the 
companies which have resumea production this year due to external grant. 


According to the report, the government has also embarked on the exloration 
of industrial potential, based on the locally available raw materials for 
promotion and setting up of small scale industries by Ugandans. 


A department of small-scale industry has been established to plan, direct 
and implement the small-scale industry programme, 


Response to this programme has been good in Masaka, Apach, Lira, Bushenyi,

As production expands during the recovery period, the ministries of Labour

POSSIBLE ESTABLISHMENT OF BUREAU OF STANDARDS PRAISED

(Editorial: "A Bureau of Standards Is Timely"] 


[Text] There is no doubt that some sub-standard goods are selling in 
Uganda, Until a National Bureau of Standards is established, Uganda will 
will continue to be open for dumping sub-standard and expired goods. It 
is our earnest prayer that members of parliament now discussing the bill 
seeking to establish the body do so with speed and fervour. 


Some of these goods are dangerous to health. Industrial salt is one of 
them, which though imported into Uganda during the UNLF days, still manages 
to surface in the market, War against this salt, supposedly imported by 
the Foods and Beverages had been declared, but that was not enough to 
outwit traders who speculated its value in times of dire need. Today, the 
salt still finds its place alongside the other recommended salt in the open 
market. 


Poor quality dry cells, electric bulbs and retreaded tyres besides a score 
of others, gives one the impression of the quality of both imported or 
locally manufactured goods, The bill, when passed, will seek to protect 
consumers against harmful ingredients, dangerous components, poor quality 
materials and poor workmanship. 


There have been sub-standard baby milk and foods on our market. A scare 
was one triggered off after a baby foods manufacturer claimed that his 
product had all the ingredients a baby could get from his mother's mamary 
organs. Of course this is a crude and naked lie. 


Edible goods in this category often have side effects. There has been a 
case in a far Eastern country where a highly advertised sweetened canned 
milk has been known to bring about undernourishment. Others have been 
found to have adverse side effects. A national Bureau of Standards, if 
established, will still need an all time support from MPs because some 
evasion is very likely, given the corrupt and rotten tendencies of our 
society. MPs will still be required to come out forcefully with measures 
to deal with some bueinssmen who think they are above the law and may try 
to defy the bureau. 











By taking in poor quality and sub-standard goods, Ugandans are risking their 
lives, especially on edibles. Not only that, they even waste their money. 
The National Bureau of Standards, like the body established to check on 
prices of imports and exports from the country, should emphasise objectivity 
in its operation, The men and women to run the bureau should be people of 
integrity and honesty. They should not fall into the temptation of corrup- 
tion. Organisations of this nature in other countries have lived up to 
their expectations and we pray ours does so, 


The creation of the body will make those who have capitalised on its 
absence do what society expects, It will make local manufacturers think 
seriously about quality. We have lots of these manufacturers in the 
outskirts of Kampala like Katwe, Kiservi and other big towns. 


The bureau should not seek to discourage creativity and artisanship. 
Rather, it should seek to educate everyone on the rights of consumers to 
have the quality and quantity for what they pay for. They should make 
better goods and importers of inferior goods should import quality ones. 
The manufacturers and importation will remain as open as ever, only that 
the quality must be up to recommended standards, so there is no need for 
the business community to fear the proposed bureau.

PAPER MILL TO INCREASE PRODUCTION

[Text] Papaco, the only paper industry in Uganda, is to step up its 
production next year. It will produce KRAFT paper, vital the making of 
packaging material, 


The new project, earmarked for this paper, will be put up adjacent to the 
old factory. It is expected to cost about 35 million dollars, A loan of 
399,000 dollars has been provided by the UNDP. A UNIDO expert is already 
at the site making final touches for the project. 


The genral manager, Mr Ara Onyinge Odomoch said there were many countries 
which were interested in assisting Uganda in setting up a paper mill. 

The production of KRAFT in Uganda will greatly lessen the country's 
dependence on imports. 





KRAFT paper is made from baggase, a pulp from sugar cane, 


This is in abundance in Jinja and the neighbourhood, owing to the many 
sugar mills and juggery mills in the district. The new mill will crush 
a total of 85,000 tons of baggase a year. 


Papco imports 99.9 percent of its inputs. The factory has already installed 
a guilotire and an electronically controlled sheet cutter. New refiners 
are also being put up so as to speed up the production, 


Two new paper machines in the pulp mill will be ready to start work as 
soon as aluminium sulphate, an essential raw material, arrive shortly. 


Mr Odomoch looked at the future with great optimism for the factory. The 
KRAFT paper is specifically used for paper bags for cements, boxes and bags 
for packaging sugar, salt and other types of paper. 


Papco was started in 1969, but during the military regime it almost 
collapsed. It has a workforce of 300 today, but with the new developments 
at hand it is expected to have about 1,000 men.

It states that neither the amounts with the Bank of Zambia nor the foreign 
bills appear in the balance sheets and Indeco fears that the group will be 
affected by any movements in the exchange rates between the date of the 
balance sheets and the dates of final remittance. 


In 1981 the central bank had difficulties in externalising K39,827,000 
which was due for Indeco's payment on foreign bills. 


And reviewing Indeco's various subsidiary companies performance the report 
says the Livingstone Motor Assemblers Limited (LMA) experienced a lot of 
operational hardships because of shortage of foreign exchange for importing 
components, 


The report points out that only 263 cars were produced against a capacity of 
4,500 cars per year, because of these problems the company incurred a loss 


of K2.5 million. 


Indeco is however, optimistic that with the implementation of the Isuzu and 
Peugeot assembly projects at LMA things may improve, 


It, however, added that the availability of adequate foreign exchange will 
continue to be the key factor in determining the company's (LMA) operations.

[Text] The importance which Communist China attached to the development in 
Zimbabwe of a stable and prosperous economy, socialist or otherwise, based on 
a sound agricultural foundation, has been heavily underlined by the tecent 
visit of the Chin:se premier, Zhao Ziyang. 


Mr Zhao was in Zimbabwe for only just over 48 hours, but it was at his request 


that his crowded programme included a visit to a white-owned commercial farm 
on the outskirts of Harare. 


The message was clear and unmistakable: It was recognition of the valuable 
part that members of the white community, and particularly the 5,000 white 
farmers, are playing in the development of Zimbabwe. 


The Chinese premier might have been expected to have chosen a co-operative or 
one of the new black resettlement schemes to visit. 


But instead he spent time going round Mr Hamish Smith's Unzururu farm where 
Mr Smith said he took a keen interest in the beef and dairy cattle and the 
maize and soya bean crops grown on the 255 ha property. 


Mr Smith, who settled on the farm 36 years ago from Scotland, said the request 
from the Chinese leader to look over his farm came out of the blue a week 
before the visit. 


He has a school on the farm for children of the workers whose housing has water 
and electricity laid on. 


Mr Zhao, who has played a prominent part in land reform in China, inspected 
the school and the houses, asked many questions about wages and conditions and 
gave the officials with him some anxious moments as the time grew short for 
him to leave for Tanzania on the next stage of his African tour. 
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Public endorsement of “fr Mugabe's policy of reconciliation and acceptance of 
the dual economy in whicn private enterprise works alongside state schemes 
also came from Mr Zhao. 


In a speech at a banquet in his honour, he said the Zimbabwe Government had 
"worked out and pursued economic policies suited to the actual condition of the 
country, giving play to various positive factors and stimulating production.” 


It is this realistic attitude and awareness that socialist policies, which remain 
the eventual aim, cannot simply be transplanted into an environment where they 
have not been fostered in the past, which characterises China's approach. 


In a sense, the Zimbabwe of Mr Robert Mugabe is China's protege. 


It was China which first gave him and his party recognition and material and 
military support in the days when the name Mugabe was little known outside 
black nationalist circles. 


Mr Mugabe said at the same banquet: "We shall never tire of repeating that when 
the hour was so dark and grim for ZANU that even some of our closest friends 
were beginning to abandon us, despite the fact that we were spearheading the 
revolution through armed struggle, China remained solidly firm behind us and 
would not waver in its support." 


Mr Mugabe said China stood as a model socialist state whose level of development 
and distribution of wealth was a source of inspiration to those only now just 
beginning to embark on a socialist course. 


If he does take China as a model, he will certainly take note of Mr Zhao's 
references to the need for a "gradual" progression towards democratic socialism. 


Twice in his speech Mr Zhao referred to China's reassessment of its approach 
in recent years. This was now aimed at bringing China gradually on to a path 
of healthy development suited to its realities, he said. 


The policy of moderation is seen in Harare as a reflection of ¢ nowledgement 
in China itself of the damage done to the socialist cause throug. the period 
of social turbulence and economic decline which marked the cultural revolution 
which came to an end in China in 1976. 


After concentrating on reform of domestic policies, China is now in the process 
of reshaping its foreign policy and the African tour by the prime minister has 
been part of that programme. 

Because of the close links with Mr Mugabe's party, it is important for China that 


Zimbabwe succeeds. It can be expected that in the follow-up to the premier's 
goodwill tour, the Chinese will seek to extend their influence in Harare.

They said last week that outside agents were using the dissidents, believed to 
be ex-Zipra combatants, to destabilise Zimbabwe. 


The MPs were interviewed after the coldblooded murder of six people, including 
two children, in Nyamandlovu, and the murder of Mr Benjy Williams last week. 


Dr Callistus Ndlovu, MP for Matabeleland south and minister of construction, 
said external enemies of Zimbabwe were very active in the country. They were 
taking advantage of disgruntled elements. 


"Both ZANU and ZAPU must realise that there is a common enemy of the country, 
who emphasises tribal differences. The solution consists of realising this and 
taking the matter from there. 





"The enemies of this country believe that Africans have no capacity to con- 
ceptualise legitimate leadership or government beyond individuals or tribe, 
hence their insistence on emphasising differences between Shonas and Ndebeles."” 


Matabeleland north MP Cde T. V. Lesabe said the whole problem of dissidents 
arose from the fact that at the time of independence there was no programme 
set to absorb all armed people in order to give them legitimate occupation. 


"I would like to suggest to the two major parties that they call back all de- 
mobilised manpower and check their records to see if every man is accounted for. 
This way we can teli who the dissidents are. 


"It must be remembered that not all armed men belonged to ZAPU or ZANU (PF). 
Where are Muzorewa's auxiliaries? Where are the armed followers of the 
Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole and Cde James Chikerema?"

HINTERLAND PROJECTS-=More than 17 000 km of rural roads in Zimbabwe's eight 
provinces have been added since independence, a spokesman for the Ministry 
of Local Government and Town Planning said in Harare yesterday, In a state- 
ment reviewing the reconstruction programme until the end of November, the 
spokesman said 17 571 km of road, 411 bridges, 1 458 dips, 6 069 boreholes, 
279 dams, 94 sale pens, and 18 pipe schemes were built or rebuilt since 
independence, Matabeleland had 12 new pipe schemes--more than any other 
provinces, No such schemes were undertaken in Mashonaland. A total of 128 
dams were reconstructed in Matabeleland, compared to 151 in the rest of the 
country. '"Tremendoys results have so far been achieved by the Ministry of 
Local Government and Town Planning in all eight provinces with regard to 
reconstruction, the spokesman said. The resettlement programme has gone 
from strength to strength, and about 18 000 people were placed on new lands 
this year, A total of 54 000 people were expected to be resettled before 
the year-end. The Prime Minister, Cde Mugabe, announced recently that more 
than 5 000 primary and 500 secondary schools had been built or rebuilt in 
the last two years, Since 1980 primary school enrolment has increased from 
850 000 to about 1,93 million in 1982. About 95,000 Form 1 pupils were 
enrolled in Zimbabwe this year.
